Release of POWs 
Cease-Fire Asked 


HENRY KISSINGER 


WA S H I N G T O N (UPI) 
—President Nixon’s top aide, 
Henry A. Kissinger, said to­ 
day the United States offered 
a specific Vietnam troop with­ 
drawal date of Aug. 1, 1972, if 
the Communists would agree 
to a cease-fire and release 
American POWs. 


Kissinger 
told 
a 
lengthy 
news conference in the East 
Room of the White House that 
the offer was made at a se­ 
cret negotiating 
session 
in 
Paris with North Vietnamese 
officials on Aug. 16. 


It was the first disclosure 
that the United States had of­ 
fered a pinpoint withdrawal 
deadline. 


Nixon’s national security af­ 
fairs adviser also told report­ 
ers that the main sticking 
point in negotiations with the 
Communists is North Viet­ 
nam’s 
insistence 
that 
the 
United States overthrow the 
South Vietnamese government 
of 
President 
Nguyn 
Van 
Thieu either directly or in­ 
directly. 
Kissinger 
said 
that 
the 
United States would not take 
that step. He said the Com­ 
munists 
want 
the 
United 
States to offer them what 
they have not been able to 
achieve militarily. 
Kissinger held his on-the- 
record session with newsmen, 
running well over an hour, af­ 
ter Nixon unveiled in a natio­ 


nally 
televised 
appearance 
Kissinger’s 
secret 
negotia­ 
tions with the communists in 
Paris. 
He 
spelled 
out 
an 
eight-point peace proposal in­ 
cluding an exchange of a total 
withdrawal 
for 
release 
of 
American prisoners of war. 
Kissinger said North Viet­ 
nam demanded during the se­ 
cret talks that the United 
States withdraw all military 
and economic aid from the 
government of 
South 
Viet- 
n a m , including equipment 
provided the Army. 
“They are in effect asking 
us to ally ourselves with their 
overthrow of the people who 
have been counting on us,’’ he 
commented.

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PARIS i UPI) - North Viet­ 
nam and the Viet Cong re­ 
jected President Nixon’s new 
Vietnam peace plan today, 
and the Hanoi delegation to 
the Paris talks said Nixon 
had broken his pledge not to 
disclose secret talks held here 
by presidential adviser Henry 
A. Kissinger. 
“We have often pointed out 
that Mr. Nixon talked one 
way and acted another,” a 
s t a t e m e n t by the North 
Vietnamese delegation said. 
“ He spoke of sham peace but 
made real war.” 
” In deciding to unilaterally 
make public the content of 
the private meetings that his 
delegates had proposed—and 
promised to keep secret — Mr. 
Nixon gave further proof that 
his administration very easily 
breaks its engagements,” the 
Hanoi statement said. 
“ Moreover, 
his 
Jan. 
25, 
1972, speech testified to his 
perfidious maneuver to de­ 
ceive the American electorate 
in this election year.” 
Hanoi said the peace-mak­ 
ing efforts collapsed because 
both Ambassador William J. 
Porter in public meetings and 


Kissinger in private sessions 
had failed to respond to the 
Communists’ two basic ques­ 
tions “ fundamental for the 
just and logical peaceful set­ 
tlement of the Vietnam prob­ 
lem.” 
It said these points were: 
—The Americans refused to 
stop Vietnamization 
of 
the 
war, to pull out from South 
Vietnam all U.S. and other 
foreign troops, military advis­ 
ers, personnel and war mate­ 
riel and close down all bases. 
They also refused to stop all 
air and naval activities and 
“other acts of war” in North 
and South Vietnam. 
—The Americans persisted 
in maintaining President Ngu­ 
yen Van Thieu and his “pup­ 
pet regime’ in office. 


The Viet Cong delegation to 
the Paris peace talks issued 
an official statement rejecting 
the eight-point Nixon plan as 
nothing more than electoral 
propaganda aimed at prolong­ 
ing the Vietnam War. 
North Vietnam broadcast a

radio network calling the plan 


“cunning” but dismissing it 
as a plot to continue the U.S. 
“war of aggression” and keep 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 
in power.

ment on the unusually fast 
Communist 
rejection.

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Nixon Unveils Secret Offer 
To Hanoi for Ending War 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- 
President 
Nixon, apparently 
concerned over the impact of 
continued Vietnam conflict on 
his trip to China and on his 
chances for re-election, has 
unveiled details of secret nego­ 
tiations with the Communists 
to end the Indochina War. 
He 
said 
the 
disclosures 
prove that Hanoi, not Wash­ 
ington is blocking peace. 
Nixon told the nation in a 
24-minute radio and television 
address Tuesday night that in 
October he secretly submitted 
to the Communist negotiators 
at Paris an eight-point peace 
plan. It called for a cease-fire 
and simultaneous withdrawal 
of all U.S. forces and release 
of war prisoners over a six- 
month period —all within the 
framework of an arrangement 
designed to settle all political 
issues. But he mentioned no 
specific withdrawal date. 
He suggested there should 
be 
free 
elections, 
inter­ 
nationally 
supervised, 
with 
participation by the Viet Cong 
—and said South Vietnam’s 
controversial President, Ngu­ 
yen Van Thieu, was willing to 
resign one month before that 
balloting took place. 
The plan was submitted to 


the communists Oct. 11 after 
Nixon’s national security ad­ 
viser, 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger, 
made 12 clandestine trips to 
Paris. 
But Nixon admitted 
the plan drew no response 
from the North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong, who instead 
took advantage of the secrecy 
shrouding the negotiations to 
condemn the United States in 
public for not making any 
new suggestions for ending 
the conflict. 
Although he did not say so, 
the President is known to be 
concerned 
about 
a 
heavy 
North Vietnamese build up in 
Laos and Cambodia along the 
South Vietnamese border.

Hurok, 83, was treated at

The victim of the fire there 
was reported to be a woman 
Hurok employe, probably a 
receptionist, in her 20s. Dam­ 
age was described as “very 
heavy" in five rooms where 
the fire was contained by fire­ 
men.

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State’s Dramatic Nosedive Ends 
Welfare on Increase A gain 


SACRAMENTO (U PI)-T he 
number of Californians on wel­ 
fare is on the increase again, 
ending a dramatic nosedive in 
welfare rolls over the past 
eight months. 
State Social Welfare Direc­ 
tor Robert B. Carleson report­ 
ed Tuesday that for the first 
time since last March the 
number of welfare recipients 
took a slight upturn to a total 
of 2,117,732. 
The total figure amounted 
to 10 per cent of California’s 
population. 
Carleson played down the 
rise of 665 recipients in De­ 
cember, labelling it as “infi­ 
nitesimal.” 
He said that last month’s 
total was down 71,700 persons 
from December fl970, 
“the 
sharpest yearly drop in Cali­ 


fornia’s welfare caseload in 
30 years.” 
He attributed the yearly de­ 
cline to Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan's welfare reforms. 
Carieson’s prepared state­ 
ment did not mention the leg­ 
islature’s passage of the wel­ 
fare reform act, which took 
effect Oct. 1. Carleson also 
did not mention that seasonal- 
1 y 
adjusted 
unemployment 
dropped from 7.2 per cent of 
the work force in California 
in December 1970 to 6.1 per 
cent last month, 
a 
factor 
which could play a part in re­ 
ducing welfare rolls. 
In the past, Reagan had an­ 
nounced the welfare declines, 
but Tuesday’s announcement 
was left to Carleson alone. 
His figures showed the lar­ 
gest number of persons re­ 


ceiving welfare last month 
was in the category of Aid to 
Families with Dependent Chil­ 
dren. They totalled 1,542,247 
persons, 
including 
1,082,920 
children, 408,561 women and 
50,766 men. 
The number of aged per­ 
sons on welfare was 315,286 
with the disabled accounting 
for 190,788 and the blind 13,- 
820. On county relief were 55,- 
601 individuals. 
Reagan also Tuesday sent 
the legislature a bill substan­ 
tially rewriting the welfare 
reform act passed last year. 
The measure by Sen. John 
Harmer, R-Glendale, is an at-

admin­

McGovern's Backers 
Contend Iowa Vote 
Defeat for Muskie

The nation’s first official 
test 
of 
presidential 
prefe­ 
rences — conducted in Iowa 
—showered most of its bene­ 
fits on Democratic Sens. Ed­ 
mund S. Muskie and George 
S. McGovern. 
The 
test 
came 
Monday 
night 
when 
Iowa 
precinct 
caucuses selected delegates to 
the Democratic National con­ 
vention. Tabulations compiled 
Tuesday showed Muskie had 
won 18 of the 46 delegates, or 
about 
35 
per 
cent, 
while 
McGovern had collected 22.6 
per cent. Another 35 per cent 
were uncommitted. 
McGovern’s 
backers 
con­ 
tended the results took the 
gloss off Muskie’s claims of 
being the front runner in the 
race for the Democratic nom­ 
ination because Muskie failed 
to win a majority despite the 
fact he was backed by popu­ 
lar Iowa Sen. Harold E. Hug­ 
hes. 
“We think It is clearly a de­ 
feat for Muskie, a repudiation 


of him and an indication he 
can’t be called the front-run­ 
ner,” said Kirby Jones, a 
McGovern 
campaign 
aide. 
“ Even with Harold Hughes 
backing him, 64.5 per cent of 
the Democrats rejected him 
as their candidate.” 
Jim Johnson, Muskie’s na­ 
tional 
political 
coordinator, 
disputed this, arguing that 
Muskie “made the strongest 
showing of any candidate by 
far ...” Johnson said Muskie 
was “very strong among the 
uncommitted group.” 
Muskie and McGovern far 
outdistanced other candidates 
in the Iowa balloting. Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey, D-Minn., 
received only about 1.6 per 
cent of the votes. This was a 
much poorer showing than his 
backers had predicted. 
I n Washington 
Tuesday, 
consumer advocate Ralph Na­ 
der said he prefers McGovern 
over Muskie for the nomi­ 
nation. Nader said he did not 
b e l i e v e Muskie “generally 
would be an improvement” 
over President Nixon. 


Arizona's Hayden 
'Silent Senator1 
Succumbs at 94 


MESA, 
Ariz. 
(UPI)—Carl 
Hayden, a laconic Arizonan 
who served more years in 
Congress than anyone, died 
Tuesday at 94. He rose from 
frontier sheriff to shape the 
modern 
West 
of 
interstate 
highways and power projects. 
Hayden served a record 56 
years in Congress, 15 In the 
House of representatives and 
41 — another longevity re- 
cord—in the Senate, where 
for 14 years he was chairman 
of the powerful Appropria­ 
tions Committee. 
He stood third in line for 
the presidency, but said that 
if by chance it ever came to 
him, he would pass it on to 
someone else. 
In 66 years as a politician, 
he never lost an election. The 
picture of the silent west­ 
erner, he was known as a 
man 
of 
few 
words 
when 
words were needed and none 
when they weren’t. 
Hayden died at 10:30 p.m. 
MST (12:30 a.m. today EST) 
at Southside Hospital, where 
he had been in a coma since 
Sunday, said a nephew, Larry 
Hayden. At his bedside were 
Hayden 
and 
another 
nep­ 
hew, Hayden C. Hayden, and

a 
longtime 
friend, 
James 
Minotto. 
In recent 
years, 
Hayden 
suffered from recurring bouts 
of the flue and intestinal ail­ 
ments. In 1965 he nearly died 
from a succession of illnesses. 
Hayden announced his re­ 
tirement May 6, 1968, with 
these words: 
“ When a 
house is built 
there’s a moment for a foun­ 
dation, another for walls, the 
roof and so on. 
Arizona’s 
foundation includes vast high­ 
ways, adequate electric power 
and abundant water. There 
foundations have been laid. It 
is time now for a building 
crew to report so 1 have de­ 
cided to retire from office at 
the close of my term this 
year. 
“Contemporary events need 
contemporary men.” 
Then the 90-year-old man 
burst into tears, and so did 
many others in the Appro­ 
priations 
Committee 
cham­ 
ber. 
Hayden was elected sheriff 
of Maricopa County in Ari­ 
zona Territory in 1906, and 
when Arizona achieved state­ 
hood in 1912, he became its 
first congressman, 
stepping

Reaction from relatives in­ 
dicated that while even some 
critics 
generally 
welcomed 
the Nixon peace proposal as a 
hopeful new approach, the fa­ 
milies were determined 
to 
keep the POW question alive 
during the presidential con­ 
test. 
Officials 
of the 
National 
League of Families of Ameri­ 
can Prisoners and Missing in 
Southeast Asia went ahead 
with plans for a news confer­ 
ence today at which they in­ 
tended to announce formation 
of a nonpartisan political ac­ 
tion committee. 
The committee’s broad as­ 
signment was to make sure 
that the approximately 400 
POWs and 1,200 missing-inac- 
tion (MIA) were not forgotten 
in any U.S. disengagement 
from Vietnam. 
Specifically, the committee 
was expected to ask each 
presidential candidate 
—in­ 
cluding Nixon —how he would 
secure the freedom of the 
POWs and provide for an ac­ 
counting of the MlAs. 
For the time being, no can­ 
didate would be endorsed. 
“ But the structure would 
be there,” one league source 
put it, in the event the organ­ 
ization decided that the inter­ 
ests of the men demanded 
that the league back —or de­ 
nounce —a particular candi­ 
date. 
The league’s decision to en­ 
ter the political arena, even 
on a nonpartisan basis, repre­ 
sented a departure from its 
previous record, 
which 
in­ 
cluded tacit and sometimes 
outspoken support for the ad­ 
ministration. 
In September, the league 
turned back an attempt by a 
small group of activists to 
have the organization 
“ go 
political” primarily through 
e n d o r s e m e n t of admin­ 
istration-opposed end the war 
amendments. Instead, it voted 
to remain “ humanitarian” in 
nature, concerned principally 
with the treatment of the 
prisoners. 
The decision to shift policy 
took place this past weekend 
at a meeting of the league’s 
15-member board of directors 
held at Bolling Air Force Base 
Conservative leaders agreed 
to the limited politization of 
the league in an effort to 
bring back unuy to the in­ 
creasingly divided community 
of POW family members. 


His War Critics 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- 
President Richard Nixon’s new 
eight-point peace plan won 
him few converts today from 
the ranks of war critics in 
Congress, but initial reaction 
indicated that his address to 
the nation had further cooled 
down the war as a central 
political issue. 
There was general agree­ 
ment among doves that the 
proposal was a fair offer but 
would change nothing because 
North Vietnam will not accept 
it. The “fine print,” Nixon’s 
critics 
claimed, 
was 
that 
Noht Vietnam would have to 
give up its fight and settle for 
elections in the south, some­ 
thing it steadfastly has refused 
to do. 
But Nixon’s disclosure of 
his conditional offers to with­ 
draw all troops in six months 
clearly was making it a sti­ 
ckler process for the doves to 
mount a direct frontal attack 
on his failure to achieve a 
negotiated settlement 
Nixon’s backers advised the 
doves to end their opposition 
and unite behind Nixon's po­ 
licies. Robert Griffin, D-Mich., 
the assistant Senate Republi­ 
can leader, suggested that 
was a more important objec­ 
tive of Nixon’s address than 
to achieve a settlement of the 
war. 
“ I would suggest that the 
important reaction to this is 
not the reaction 
that 
will 
come from 
Hanoi but the 
reaction that will come from 
within 
the 
United 
States,” 
Griffin said. ” ... I would hope 
that those who have their eye 
on the next election will ac­ 
cept the fact that the Vietnam 
war is not a major issue in 
his election campaign.” 
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Democratic candidates for 
the 
presidency 
seemed di­ 
vided. 
Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie, 
D-Maine, said “obviously, we 
all welcome a new initiative 
on the part of the President 
to end the war. 1 would hope 
that the other side would res­ 
pond in that spirit.” 
But Sen. George McGovern, 
D-S.D., said he saw no reason 
why Hanoi would accept it. “ I 
hope I’m wrong,” he said. 
“Viewed from their point of 
view, they want a unilateral 
deadline and then 
negotia­ 
tions.” 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Mass., said, “the point is 
not to explain the failures of 
the past. The point is to end 
the war.” 
Rep. Paul McCloskey, R-Ca- 
lif., seeking the Republican 
nomination 
against 
Nixon, 
said the communists would 
not accept the offer because 
“ there is no way that the Viet 
Cong or National Liberation 
Front could come forth and 
participate 
in 
the 
election 
without being executed or im­ 
prisoned.” 
S e n . 
F r a n k 
Church, 
D-Idaho, said he would have 
supported Nixon had his offer 
been confined to total with­ 
drawal in exchange for the 
release of POWs. But he said 
Nixon had added a condition 
“which 
would 
require 
the 
north to give up its fight and 
settle instead for elections in 
the South, under a caretaker 
government.” 
One long-time House dove, 
Rep. 
F. 
Bradford 
Morse, 
R-Mass., praised Nixon and 
said he “ deserves enormous 
c redit for the lonely leader­ 
ship he has exercised.” Morse 
claimed the plan goes beyond 
one that he, McCloskey, Mrs. 
Martin Luther King Jr. and 
other war critics had formu­ 
lated in New York In 1969 and 
presented to representatives 
of North Vietnam. 
Sen. J. William Fulbright, 
D-Ark., said the plan was gen­ 
erous in western eyes, but 
North Vietnam still regards 
U.S. forces as interlopers and 
will not accept free elections 
while the United States is still 
Involved 
in 
protecting 
the 
S o u t h Vietnamese govern­ 
ment. 
R e p . 
J o h n 
Ashbrook, 
R-Ohio, the conservative who 
is 
running 
against 
Nixon, 
said he was concerned that 
Nixon had allowed American 
POWs to become “pawns in 
the Communist quest for ad­ 
vantage.”

Promises, Promises, Promises! 
GIs Want To Believe in Plan, 


But Most Remain Skeptical 


TAN SON NHUT, Vietnam 
(UPI) — They walked up in 
twos and threes, forming a 
lopsided circle 
around 
the 
radio. The crowd grew and 
the GIs in back elbowed for­ 
ward to hear better. 


Nobody had raised a head 
at first when President Ni­ 
xon’s words started coming 
over the radio today. The 
troops had heard speeches be­ 
fore, 
too 
many 
of 
them 
—even from presidents. 


Then the words began sin­ 
king in. The GIs, returning 
from leaves to resume what 
is left of the Indochina War, 
rose from their blue, orange 
and green plastic seats of the 
passenger terminal 
at 
the 
Tan Son Nhut Air Base. They 
squeezed closer to the radio. 
“1 just don’t know if this 
will do it,” Pfc. Robert Scrog­ 
gins, 20, of Palmyra, 111., said 
as he heard Nixon’s plan to 
end the war. 
Scroggins, a brown-haired 
infantryman heading north to­ 
ward Da Nang, said, “The 
sooner the war is over with, 
the better for all of us.” 
“ We’ve had so many prom­ 
ises before,” he said. “ And 
we’re still over here fighting 
for no cause at all. These 
people don’t give a damn 
about what we’re doing. They 
wouldn’t care if they went 
Communist.” 
Spec. 4 Harold L’ Smith, 18, 
of Greenville, Miss., said, “ I 
don't think the plan will work. 
I think the Communists will 
feel you were trying to trick 
them, were planning some 
doublecross.” 
“The only way to get our 
prisoners back is by pulling 


all our troops out first,” the 
blonde-haired 
reconnaissance 
infantryman said. “ When we 
finally do leave, it’ll be just 
like before. The North Vietna­ 
mese are going to take over.” 
Smith, 
his 
wife 
Janet’s 
name tattooed across his left 
arm, was heading for Cam 
Ranh Bay along the central 
coast. 
“ It sounds pretty good, but 


I just don’t know whether it 
will work,” said Spec. 4 Dave 
Martin, 24, of Lorain, Ohio. “ I 
personally feel there will be 
GIs here, like in Korea, for­ 
ever.” 
Martin, a supply clerk in 
Da Nang, said if there are 
new 
national 
elections 
as 
proposed by Nixon, “ I think 
somehow the Communists will 
find a way to fix it and win.”

Savage said that during a 
recent visit to the dorm he 
saw drunken youths carrying 
drinks on the elevator and 
“three drunken girls singing 
and dancing together in the 
corridor” with a youth shout- : 
ing for them to “strip, strip.” 
The student petition denying 
Savage’s charges contended 
the girls singing in the corri­ 
dor had just returned from 
trying out fqr the production 
“Gypsy” and had not been 
drinking.

request was “ irrespective” of 
the Honolulu case and was 
m a d e b e c a u s e Mulligan 
“served as a consultant for a 
private engineering firm” and 
this “created a conflict of in­ 
terest.” 
Mulligan called a news con­ 


ference 
for 
this 
morning, 
where he was expected to an­ 
nounce 
whether 
he 
would 
comply with the governor’s 
request and resign from the 
$26,250 per year job. 
Mulligan’s 
only 
previous 
public comments were that he 
was “pretty shocked by the 
situation,” was “not familiar” 
with the charges and had 
hired an attorney. 
Legally, Mulligan did not 
have to resign from the in­ 
fluential post. The governor 


appointed him to a four-year 
term which does not expire 
until Jan. 15, 1973. 
Neither Reagan, his aides 
or state officials would ident­ 
ify the “private engineering 
firm” Mulligan was reported 
to be a consultant for. But the 
Honolulu charges were based 
on his alleged connection with 
Engineering Science Inc., of 
Los Angeles, which was seek­ 
ing a $2.5 million design con­ 
tract for a sewage plant. 
Warrants were issued for 


the arrest of Mulligan, Engi­ 
neering Science (ESI) board 
chairman Harvey Ludwig and 
firm executive Joseph Fee­ 
ney. 
It was disclosed, meantime, 
that Engineering Science re­ 
ceived a $3,000 contract last 
November from the water con­ 
trol board to study waste 
treatment plant costs and is 
one of five firms the board 
has been negotiating with for 
water basin study contracts 
totaling $3.3 million.

board spokesman esti-Ji 
mated ESI's share of the ba- I 
sin projects would be “about 
$1 million,” but no final deci­ 
sion has been made whether 
to award the firm a contract. 
The board’s staff also is 
considering a bid by ESI on 1 
another project.

Dispute Rages on Highway Division's Surplus Land 
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SACRAMENTO 
(UPi) - 
State freeway engineers today 
disputed charges that the Divi­ 
sion of Highways has misman­ 
aged millions of dollars worth 
of 
surplus 
land taken 
for 
right-of-way but not return­ 
ed to local tax rolls swiftly 
enough. 
But in testimony prepared 
for the economy-minded state 
Little Hoover Commisson, di­ 
vision 
representatives 
con­ 
ceded 
there 
were 
“defici 
encies” 
in handling excess 
land but gave assurances that 
correctional steps have been 
taken and more are in the 
works. 
The commission called the 
hearing to formally consider 


the accusation against the di­ 
vision and its parent Depart­ 
ment of Public Works made 
by 
a commission 
subcom­ 
mittee two weeks ago after 
an investigation. 
The hearing followed by one 
day a legislative inquiry into 
division policies and proce­ 
dures. That hearing erupted 
in charges that it was “one­ 
sided” and two lawmakers 
abruptly walked out. 
At the hearing of the legis­ 
lature’s transportation com­ 
mittees, H. Herbert Jackson, 
commission 
chairman, 
and 
L e s 
Halcomb, 
commission 
executive officer, said the di­ 
vision has accumulated more 
than $100 million of excess 


right-ofway land and has not 
sold it so it can be taxed by 
local governments. 
Worth $15 Million 
They said the commission’s 
investigation 
diclosed 
land 
parcels 
the 
division 
didn’t 
know it owned and that such 
land was worth approximate­ 
ly $15 million. 
The division was prohibited 
b y S e n a t e Transportation 
Committee 
Chairman 
Tom 
C a r r e 11, D-San Fernando, 
from testifying on the charge. 
He said the agency would be 
given 
“ample” 
opportunity 
next week to do so. 
But the division told the 


commission today that an in­ 
ternal audit of excess land in­ 
ventory found its surplus land 
inventory to be 90 per cent 
accurate. 
“We suggest that, at this 
point in time, this degree of 
accuracy, 
although 
clearly 
not acceptable, did not inhibit 
progress of the excess lands 
program which has doubled 
in dollar volume since 1968- 
69,” the division said. 
It said that last year, des­ 
pite “strenuous efforts,” only 
83 per cent of surplus lands 
classified 
as 
available 
for 
sale were sold and that the 
“real estate market is clearly 


a factor controlling the rate 
of disposal as much as is 
staff effort.” 
Since 1968-69, the division 
said, sales aggregated $8.5 
million a year but have now 
doubled to an average $17 
million a year. 
Sens. Jack Schrade, R-San 
Diego, and John Holmdahl, 
D-Oakland, accused Carrel 1 on 
Tuesday of conducting a “one­ 
sided” hearing because divi­ 
sion representatives were pre­ 
vented from immediately an­ 
swering charges by the com­ 
mission’s subcommittee and a 
state auditor. 
Holmdahl filed his protest 


and was ruled out of order by 
Carrell. He quietly left a few 
m o m e n t s later. 
Schrade 
voiced a similar complaint 
and he, too, was declared out 
of order. 
“That’s fine if you want to 
h e a r a 
one-sided 
story,” 
Schrade protested as he mar­ 
ched out of the hearing room. 
Schrade 
complained 
that 
Wesley Voss, a certified pub­ 
lic accountant in the Auditor 
General’s Office, had ranged 
‘ ‘ f a r-afield” in answering 
questions concerning policies 
and procedures of the divi­ 
sion. 
Voss said citizen referen- 


dums show that the “ people 
are saying they don’t want 
freeways” and urged the law­ 
makers to re-establish policy­ 
making for the agency by 
putting themselves back in 
control of its budget. 
Currently, he noted, the leg­ 
islature and governor have 
virtually no say over expendi­ 
ture of nearly $1 billion in 
highway 
funds 
because 
of 
“the bureaucracy” and feder­ 
al laws. 
Voss said the state “spends 
millions of dollars planning 
freeways that probably we’re 
not going to build” and should 
establish policies now 
that 


would expand other forms of 
public transportation. 
He was defended by Sen. 
Aflred Alquist, D-San Jose, 
a n d 
S e n . 
Howard 
Way, 
R-Exeter. 
“The emphasis of the public 
works department is to build 
more highway to put more 
automobiles on to sell more 
gasoline to build more high­ 
ways,” Way declared. “What 
has been done in the metro­ 
politan areas is unbelievable.” 
He agreed the legislature 
“has a real responsibility to 
go in and set some controls” 
over freeway spending.“

Newsman Appeals To 
State Supreme Court 


LOS ANGELES (UPI)—Re­ 
porter William T. Farr, cited 
for contempt of court for re­ 
fusing to reveal sources of a 
story during the Charles Man­ 
son trial, appealed the case 
Tuesday to the state Supreme 
Court. 
Farr, then a reporter for 
the Los Angeles Herald Ex­ 
aminer, reported during the 
first Manson trial that the 
Manson Family planned to 
kill more celebrities in addi­ 
tion to Sharon Tate, such as 
Frank Sinatra and Elizabeth 
Taylor. 
S u p e r i o r Court Judge 
Charles H. Older cited F arr 
for contempt after Farr re­ 
fused to reveal the source of 
the story, saying only that he 
had gotten the information 
from lawyers involved in the 
trial. Judge Older had issued 
a gag order forbidding par­ 
ticipants in the trial from 
making such statements out 
of court. 
Farr claimed the protection 
of the 
state law 
allowing 
secrecy of their news sources. 
In the meantime 
however, 
Farr had quit his reporter’s 
job and gone to work for the 


district attorney’s office as a 
news secretary. 
He has since become 
a 
newsman 
again, 
going 
to 
work for the Los Angeles 
Times. 
Judge Older cited Farr on 
13 counts of contempt, saying 
he was not covered by the 
state law 
protecting 
news­ 
men, because at the time of 
the contempt hearing he was 
no longer a newsman. 
Farr appealed to the state 
Supreme Court after a state 
Court of Appeal ruled Dec. 17, 
upholding the contempt cita­ 
tions by Older. 
Filing briefs in support of 
F arr were the Los Angeles 
Times, The Herald-Examiner, 
Twin Coast Newspapers (in­ 
cluding the Long Beach Inde­ 
pendent Press Telegram and 
the Pasadena Star News), the 
American Newspaper Guild, 
t h e 
California 
Newspaper 
Publishers Association, 
and 
Sigma Delta Chi, the profes­ 
sional journalism fraternity. 
Farr said that if the state 
Supreme 
Court 
refuses 
to 
hear his appeal, he will take 
the case to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 


JDL Protest Set at 
Nazi Headquarters 


EL MONTE — A showdown 
Is brewing here between Nazi 
party members on one side, 
the city council and Jewish 
Defense League on the other. 
JDL members will demon­ 
strate at 1 p.m. Sunday here 
in front of Nazi headquarters,

ing. 
Urged on by JDL members, 
the city council is seeking 
ways to remove the Nazis 
from El Monte where they 
have been since 1966.

Proposals 


$1 Billion Hike 
Asked for Vets 
WASHINGTON 
(UPl) 
— 
President Nixon has proposed 
a $1 billion increase in the 
government’s $11 billion vet­ 
erans program, including a 
$15-a-month hike in GI educa­ 
tion payments and a bigger 
federal effort to help Vietnam 
veterans find jobs. 
The spending plan, outlined 
in Nixon’s budget for the 12 
months beginning next July 1, 
would also cover increased 
compensation 
and 
pension 
payments approved by Con­ 
gress last year and would ex­ 
pand Veterans Administration 
medical facilities. 
The major new proposal in 
the Nixon budget would in­ 
crease the monthly subsis­ 
tence allowances paid veter­ 
ans studying under the GI 
education program from $175 
to $190. The increase would 
be limited to single veterans. 
The budget proposed ex­ 
panding government training 
programs in job skills for GIs 
still in service as well as for 
untrained veterans. It said 
federal hiring of veterans in 
government jobs would in­ 
crease from 46,000 last year 
to 55,000 this year and that 
private industry has pledged 
tal hire 100,000 veterans this 
year. The Labor Department 
reported recently that an es­ 
timated 350,000 Vietnam vet­ 
erans are jobless. 
The largest single Increase 
in the budget—$395.7 
mil­ 
lion—would pay for boosts in 
service-connected compensa­ 
tion payments and non-serv­ 
ice-connected pensions passed 
by Congress last year. 


More Funds for 
Heart, Cancer 
WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- 
President Nixon has asked 
Congress for $139 
millim 
more for medical research 
concentrated on curbing heart 
attack deaths and cancer of 
the lung and breast. 
Heart disease and cancer 
are the nation’s two leading 
killer diseases. 
The budget proposed spend­ 
ing $1.1 billion more on health 
next year. 
“ Health care must be im­ 
proved and made available to 
all Americans, without driv­ 
ing up medical costs,” his 
budget message said, adding 
that health would account for 
7.4 per cent of expenditures in 
the budget. 
He also asked for speedy 
passage of a national health 
insurance plan to increase 
private health insurance cove­ 
rage of the nation’s workers. 
The budget would provide 
birth control devices and in­ 
formation to 700,000 more 
women in 1973, increase fed­ 
eral aid for crippled children 
by $2.7 million and set aside 
$15 million for at least five 
emergency health care sys­ 
tems to prevent thousands of 
accidental deaths annually. 
The total $139 million bud­ 
get increase request of the 
National Institutes of Health 
(NIH) would include $93 mil­ 
lion for expansion of the can­ 
cer conquest program begun 
last year, and $46 millionfot 
other biomedical research in 
heart disease, birth control 
and sickle cell anemia. 


Indian Program 
Increase Asked 
WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- 
President Nixon asked Con­ 
gress for more than a half 
billion dollars to put into ef­ 
fect his new "Indian power,” 
program which allows the 
American natives more say in 
programs affecting them. 
The appropriation request 
of 
$521,853,000—$102.322,000 
higher than last year—was 
contained in the President’s 
budget request for the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs. 
“The increases indicated in 
the new budget are designed 
to boost the momentum of the 
major goals set forth by the 
administration of providing 
the American Indian the op­ 
portunity and assistance to 
live in prosperity, dignity and 
honor; and opening the way 
to total Indian involvement,” 
Nixon said. 
The words were almost iden­ 
tical to those in last year’s 
budget. One exception came 
in a change of emphasis 
where last year, Nixon said 
the budget would “ emphasize 
the necessity of total Indian 
involvement.” This year, it 
read the budget would be 
“opening the way to total In­ 
dian involvement.”

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Demo Boss Tells Wallace To Nix Independent Option 


W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) 
—Democratic National Chair­ 
man Lawrence 
F. 
O’Brien 
challenged Gov. 
George C. 
Wallace Tuesday to prove his 
loyalty to the party by swear­ 
ing to support the 1972 Demo­ 
cratic presidential nominee. 
The Alabama governor has 
proclaimed himself a serious 
candidate for the Democratic 
nomination this year 
after 


having run as a third-party 
candidate in 1968. 
O’Brien’s challenge was in 
a telegram to Wallace res­ 
ponding to a request to party 
officials for convention acco­ 
modations for himself 
and 
delegates pledged to him. 
O’Brien noted that in a tele­ 
vision Interview Sunday, Wal­ 
lace said he was sure dsle- 
g a t e s committed to him 


would “live up to” any party 
loyalty oath required of them. 
But O’Brien said Wallace at 
the same time refused to rule 
out the possibility of making 
a later third-party run if he 
was dissatisfied with the con­ 
vention’s 
choice 
at 
Miami 
Beach. 
Wallace thus took much the 
same 
position 
as 
Eugene 
McCarthy who has indicated 


that he might run as a minor­ 
ity or fourth party candidate 
should 
the 
Democrats 
not 
nominate him. 
McCarthy Too? 
There is no indication that 
O’Brien has hurled the same 
challenge, for the same rea­ 
son, at McCarthy as was ad­ 
dressed to Wallace. 
“ It is precisely this incon­ 
sistency 
between 
the 
con­ 


tinuing possibility of your in­ 
dependent 
candidacy 
and 
your apparent willingness to 
have 
Democratic 
delegates 
pledged to George Wallace fo­ 
reswear their support of such 
a n 
independent

O’Brien wired Wallace. 
“As 
Democratic 
national 
chairman, I have a special 
obligation to the national par­ 


ty and the other candidates 
when the present titular lea­ 
der of the American Indepen­ 
dent Party comes forth as a 
candidate for the nomination 
and requests full privileges 
and perquisites at the Demo­ 
cratic Convention. 
He asked Wallace for “ full 
and frank answers” to the 
three questions that will be 
addressed to all Democratic 


delegates this year: 
“ 1. Are you a bona fide 
Democrat who has the inter­ 
ests, welfare and success of 
the 
Democratic 
Party 
at 
Heart? 
“2. Do you expect to par­ 
ticipate in 
the 
Democratic 
Convention in good faith? 
“3. Do you agree that you 
will not publicly support or 
campaign for any candidate 


for President or vice presi­ 
dent other than the nominee 
of the Democratic National 
Convention?” 
O ’ B r i e n concluded: “ If 
these questions are answered 
in the affirmative, I shall 
have no reservations whate­ 
ver in assuring you of all 
privileges and perquisites at 
the Democratic National Con­ 
vention.”

The 
back to work order expired 
Christmas Day leaving the 
union free to resume their 
strike.

Lady Maritime Chairman Blames 
All Sides for Decline of Fleet 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
lady chairman of the Federal 
Maritime Commission got a 
kiss on the cheek Tuesday 
from Sen. Daniel K. Inouye 
for the frankness of her tes­ 
timony 
blaming 
inept 
ma­ 
nagement, unions and govern­ 
ment alike for the decline of 
the American merchant fleet. 
“You’re a real pro,” the 
Hawaii Democrat told Mrs. 
Helen Delich Bentley at the 
end of a hearing in which she 
scolded everyone concerned 
for the near disappearance of 
U.S. freight carriers from the 
world’s oceans. 
At a hearing of his Senate 
subcommittee on foreign com­ 
merce and tourism, Inouye 
had asked Mrs. Bentley, a 
former maritime reporter for 
the Baltimore Sun, to list the 
five chief reasons why Ameri­ 
can ships lost their position of 
dominance to the point where 
they only carry 5 per cent of 
the world’s ocean freight. 
Mrs. Bentley listed six: 
—The 
wage demands 
of 
U.S. seagoing unions which 


priced U.S. carriers out of the 
market. She said the unions 
now “have come around” and 
have lowered their demands 
to preserve what jobs remain. 
—“A great deal of inept 
management, 
frankly, 
in 
many of the lines.” 
—Restrictions 
by 
govern­ 
ment, including antitrust laws 
which make mergers difficult. 
“ Some of our own lines spend 
hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars, year in and year out, 
fighting one 
another,” 
she 
said. “Foreign lines are able 
to 
merge 
and 
don’t have 
these long legal battles.” 
—Demands for lower and 
lower rates by the Defense 
and Agriculture Departments. 
The government, refusing to 
pay the lowest bid for shipp­ 
ing, has bargained shippers 
d o w n and 
“beaten 
them 
down” to the point some sim­ 
ply went out of business rath­ 
er than carry freight at un­ 
profitable rates, she said. 
—The indifference of the 
S t a t e 
Department 
when 
American 
ships 
encounter 
“abuse and delays” in foreign 


ports. “American ships would 
be 
mistreated,” 
she 
said, 
“and no one would stand up 
for them.” 
—The willingness of Ameri­ 
can 
firms 
to 
use 
foreign 
shipping, partly because labor 
disputes were so frequent that 
American shippers could not 
guarantee delivery 
of 
car­ 
goes. 
“United States shippers do 
not patronize United States 
ships,” said Mrs. Bentley, a 
deep-voiced blonde in a red 
suit and red blouse. 
“ In J a p a n , everybody 
knows well and good that 
you’d better use 
Japanese 
ships. It’s not the law; it’s 
just done.” 
Mrs. Bentley was equally 
critical of the lack of Ameri- 
c a n 
competitiveness 
when 
Inouye asked her why the 
United States last year suf­ 
fered its first trade deficit 
since 1893. 
She blamed “the lush ’60s” 
when business was so good 
that businessmen took the at­ 
titude, “Why exert yourself?” 


Labor Chief: 


Dock Strike 


Hits Economy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - L a ­ 
bor Secretary James D. Hod­ 
gson said today the 
West 
Coast dock strike has enor­ 
mously damaged the economy 
and will sabotage the govern­ 
ment’s whole effort for re­ 
covery unless Congress acts 
right now to end it. 
He went before the Senate 
Labor subcommittee to urge 
quick approval for a forced 
settlement as 
proposed 
by 
President Nixon 
last week­ 
end. The proposal calls for 
an immediate resumption of 
work, followed by a settle­ 
ment within 40 days to be im­ 
posed by a three-man board 
of arbitration. 
If allowed to persist, Hod­ 
gson said, the tieup “cannot 
help but result in greater per­ 
manent losses of markets for 
our exporters, a contraction 
of business, a delay in eco­ 
nomic resurgence and a slow­ 
ing of our effort to reduce the 
ranks of the unemployed.”

Thieu Goes Even Beyond 
Nixon's Peace Proposals 


S A I G O N 
(UP!)—South 
Vietnamese President Nguyen 
Van Thieu, concurring with 
President Nixon's new peace 
formula to end the Indochina 
War, said today he and his 
vice president would resign 
before new internationally ob­ 
served elections in which the 
V i e t Cong 
would 
partici­ 
pate. 
T h i e u ’ s proposal for a 
Southeast Asia peace confer­ 
ence 
went 
beyond 
Nixon’s 
peace offers and apparently 
referred to recent proposals 
by the Association of South­ 
east Asian Nations (ASEAN) 
—comprised of Thailand, Ma­ 
laysia, Singapore, 
Indonesia 
and the Philippines — for an 
agreement to eliminate war 
in the apea. 
Elected Oct. 3 after a one- 
man campaign in which he 
pledged there never would be 
Communists 
in 
the 
South 
Vietnamese 
government, 
Thieu also said today that all 
foreign troops would be with­ 
drawn from his war-shattered 
nation and that all prisoners 
of war would be exchanged 
within six months after a 
p e a c e s e t t l e m e n t was 
reached. 
I n 
a 
nationwide 
radio 
broadcast shortly after Nix­ 
on’s television and radio ad­ 
dress to the United States 
Tuesday night, Thieu also cal­ 
led for a new Southeast Asia 
peace conference to discuss 
neutralization of the area. 
He 
said, 
however, 
that 
reunification of 
North 
and 
South Vietnam would be an 
issue to be decided solely by 
Saigon and Hanoi without out­ 
side interference. 
“ My solution is a political 
solution to the Vietnam prob­ 
lem,” Thieu said. “This will 
give the people of South Viet­ 
nam complete freedom to de­ 
termine 
their 
own 
future 
without the interference of 
any foreign power.” 


He said the North Vietna­ 
mese and Viet Cong delega­ 
tions at t.ie Paris talks have 
“not responded in good will 
or given any substantive repl­ 
ies” to peace offers by the 
United States and South Viet­ 
nam. 
“They’ve only tried to sabo­ 
tage us,” Thieu seaid. “Our 
proposals, before they even 
got past our lips, were re­ 
jected by the other side. They 
demand only one condition 
—that we completely surren­ 
der.” 
Then Thieu, who was ree- 


lected to a second four-year 
term with 94.3 per cent of the 
vote after he had maneuvered 
his opponents out of the race, 
voiced his new peace prop­ 
osals: 
“ I propose democratic elec­ 
tions in which the National 
Liberation Front (the political 
arm of the Viet Cong) and 
the Viet Cong can take part 
as long as they promise to 
give up their violent acts. 
“A new election for presi­ 
dent and vice president of 
South Vietnam will be organ­ 
ized and supervised by inde- 


p e n d e n t organized repre­ 
sentatives of all the factions 
of South Vietnam, including 
the NLF. 
“ All factions will be able to 
take part in the elections and 
put 
forth 
candidates,” 
he 
said. “Vice President (Tran 
Van) Huong and I will resign, 
and the speaker of the senate 
will 
take 
charge 
of 
the 
country 
in 
the 
meantime. 
This election will be observed 
by international parties and 
will take place within six 
months after an agreement is 
reached.”

War May Be Dead as 
72 Political Issue 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 
President Nixon’s eight-point 
peace proposal makes no new 
offers to the North Vietnamese 
—who 
heard 
it 
all 
three 
months ago—but it may kill 
the war as a democratic poli­ 
tical issue for 1972. 
Nixon was talking more to 
American and world public 
opinion than to the Commu­ 
nists Tuesday night when he 
revealed the plan he secretly 
sent to the North Vietnamese 
in October. 
There are elements in the 
package that have been re- 
j e c t e d previously by the 
North Vietnamese. When the 
details of this plan first were 
sent to the Communists, they 
just ignored it. 
Although there is little indi­ 
cation the measure will be ac­ 
cepted by the North Vietna­ 
mese —and therefore little in­ 
dication it will produce peace 
—it 
probably 
will 
impress 
most Americans as a reaso­ 
nable proposal. 
If a majority of Americans 
agree with Nixon that he has 
“gone the extra 
mile” 
in 
search of peace, it will defuse 
the war as a potential issue 
for Democratic candidates in 
the fall. 
Nixon minced few words 
about his objective in making 
the plan public. “We are pub- 


lishing the full details of our 
plan tonight,” he said. “ It 
w i l l 
prove beyond 
doubt 
which side has made very ef­ 
fort to make these negotia­ 
tions succeed.” 
The Nixon proposal is high­ 
ly complex. It could be easily 
misunderstood in the heat of 
an election campaign. 
Democrats in the Senate 
last 
week 
demanded 
total 
withdrawal 
of 
U.S. 
troops 
from 
Vietnam 
within 
six 
months, conditioned only on 
release of prisoners of war. 
Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield has been try­ 
ing to write such a timetable 
into law for more than a year 
—and the proposal is sup­ 
ported by most of the leading 
Democratic presidential hope­ 
fuls. 
Although Nixon’s plan con­ 
tains an offer of total with­ 
drawal of troops coupled with 
release of prisoners, it in­ 
cludes other elements as well. 
Some of the other elements 
appear to be unacceptable to 
Hanoi and it contains no tar­ 
get date for Withdrawal. 
But Democratic efforts to 
differentiate 
between 
their 
proposal and the President’s 
package 
may impress 
the 
public as hair-splitting. And 
that is what Nixon is counting 
on. 


munist

Clearly feeling that he had 
gone as far as he could go, 
the 
President outlined 
the 
U.S. peace offer: 
—A withdrawal of all out­ 
side forces six months after 
agreement is reached. 
—The agreement to include 
exchange of all war prisoners 
and a cease-fire. 
—Free elections to be held 
in South Vietnam under inter­ 
national supervision and with 
all political elements partici­ 
pating, including the Commu­ 
nist-led 
National 
Liberation 
Front. 
— President Nguyen Van 
Thieu and his vice president 
to resign 30 days before the 
elections are held and the ad­ 
ministration to be left in the 
hands of the South Vietna­ 
mese Senate president. 


Achievement 
The President’s disclosure 
that the U.S. offer had the en­ 
dorsement of Thieu in itself 
represented something of an 
achievement. In his own re­ 
cent one-man campaign for 
reelection, Thieu’s platform 
had been one of no compro­ 
mise with the Communists, no 
coalition government and no 
Communists in the govern­ 
ment. 
Missing from the U.S. offer 
was any reference to what 
has been a key Communist 
position outweighing by far in 
their eyes the prisoner of war 


issue. This was the demand 
that the United States with­ 
draw all support from the 
Thieu government, both poli­ 
tical and logistical. 
The United States has indi­ 
cated in the past it would not 
accept such a condition, and 
Nixon made it clear the posi­ 
tion has not changed. 
Nor does it seem likely the 
Communists would accept the 
President’s 
condition 
that 
withdrawal of outside forces 
meant ALL outside forces, in­ 
cluding the North Vietnamese 
from South Vietnam, 
Laos 
and Cambodia. Hanoi never 
has admitted directly that its 
forces are in any of those 
areas. 
Among the items not men­ 
tioned by the President were 
U.S. aircraft carriers off the 
North Vietnamese coast and 
the air bases in Thailand, a 
condition the Communists in 
their demands for total U.S. 
withdrawal did not ovelook. 
Nixon said he hoped public 
disclosure of the heretofore 
secret 
talks 
would 
inject 
some forward motion into the 
Paris discussions. 
If the past provides any 
clue, the hope must be put 
down as a forlorn one.

Brazil Trying to Move Amazons from Highway Path 


CUIABA, Brazil (UPI)—The 
Brazilian Air Force has drop­ 
ped gifts of handkerchiefs, 
(tolls, 
plastic airplanes and 
photographs to a small, war­ 
like tribe of giant Indians in a 
pacification effort to move 
them out cf the way of a 
Trans-Amazon 
highway, 
the 
government news agency said 
Tuesday. 
T h e 
agency 
said 
that 
Claudio and Orlando Vilas- 
Boas, veteran Indian special­ 


ists, had departed at the head 
of the 27-man expedition to 
make personal contact with 
th e f a b l e d Kranhacarore 
tribe, whose members are be­ 
lieved to be more than six 
feet-tail. Twenty-five in the 
expedition are indian scouts 
from other tribes. 
Civilized man has not been 
able to yet make contact with 
th e 
Kranhacarores, 
also 
known as Kranhacore, except 
from the air. 


The announcement by the 
government 
news 
agency 
Agencia Nacional confirmed a 
story that appeared in Jomal 
da Tarde in Sao Paulo Satur­ 
day which said the air force 
had spotted the giant tribe. 
Agencia Nacional said the 
Kranhacarores were “ of a 
warlike nature and in perma­ 
nent conflict with their mortal 
enemy, the Txukaramai.” 
If the Kranhacarores are 
large in size, they are small 


in numbers. The Agencia Na­ 
cional report said that the 
Vilas-Boas 
mission was 
to 
convince two small villages to 
move 60 miles to the east, out 
of reach of the Cuiaba-Santa- 
rem jungle highway that the 
Army’s 9th Engineering Bat­ 
talion is cutting through the 
jungle for a distance of 600 
miles. 
A third village of the tribe 
is believed to exist, but it is 
out of the way of the highway 


and not of concern to author­ 
ities for the moment. 
The first village consists of 
14 
houses, 
56 
farms, 
and 
a r o u n d 600 inhabitants ac­ 
cording 
to 
the 
Vilas-Boas 
brothers. It is located on the 
left bank of the Braco Norte 
river. The second village, on 
the right bank, consists of. 
only 5 houses and 6 farms. 
Agencia Nacional said that 
the air force has flown 11,000 
pounds of food and supplies 


into Cachimbo to support the 
VilasBoas expedition. 
Cach­ 
imbo is an air force landing 
field located in a patch of 
cleared 
rainy 
jungle 
land 
midway between Cuiaba and 
Santarem. 
Agencia Nacional said that 
th e V ia s-Boas expedition 
planned to circle the tribe 
slowly while trying to make 
contact with loud speakers 
and portable record players. 
The Vilas-Boas theory is that 


the noises will help convince 
the Kranhacarores that their 
mission is peace. 


Orlando Vilas-Boas said the 
mission was his “ most diffi­ 
cult yet,” and he gave no 
time limit for pacification and 
removal of the tribe. 
But Colonel Jose Meirelles, 
commander of the 9th Engi­ 
neering Battalion, said he ex­ 
pected the highway to be 
completed by June.

From Hymns to Rock Music 
Retiring Com m ander Leaves Salvation A rm y W hen the W orld Is Changing 


NEW YORK (U PI)—When 
Edward Carey joined the Sal­ 
vation Army band in the ear­ 
ly M’s, he learned to play 
hymns on the trombone. The 
bands he leaves behind are 
playing rock music. 
Rock bands, drug addicts, 
“ recycled junk,” and wom­ 
en’s lib are part of the chang­ 
ing world of the Salvation 
Army which retiring 
Com­ 
missioner Edw ard Carey, 66, 
has known for 51 years. Ca­ 
rey leaves his post as nation­ 
al com mander — the top ad­ 
m inistrator, spokesman 
and 
president 
of 
all 
Salvation 
Army 
corporations 
in 
the 


United States—to his succes- 
s o r , 
Commissioner 
Paul 
J.Carlson on Jan. 28. 
“ There is a real religious 
revival among young people. 
They’re sick 
and 
tired 
of 
what the culture has been 
saying. If we could just har­ 
ness their idealism, it would 
b e 
w o n d e r f u l 
for 
the 
country,” Carey said. 
Rock bands are just part of 
the Salvation Army’s efforts 
to change 
its 
image 
with 
youth from a “ little Victorian, 
dogooder, 
not 
particularity 
relevant organization” to one 
of “ an opportunity to serve 


n e w 
values.” 
The Salvation Army spon­ 
sors coffee houses such as the 
one 
in 
Greenwich 
Village 
“where 
some 
600 
to 
800 
youngsters have decided to 
return home to their par­ 
ents,” and communes in Los 
Angeles where teenage boys 
and girls live together while 
they try to kick the drug ha­ 
bit. 
“Alcoholism is still the m a­ 
jor problem in numbers, but 
drug addiction, with its links 
to crim e, has far more im­ 
pact,” Carey said. 
Young people who give up 


drugs for Jesus may discover 
the Salvation Army, “ but the 
Jesus movement didn’t dis­ 
cover 
the 
wonderful 
expe­ 
rience of conversion,” Carey 
said. 
“ It happened 
to 
me 
when I was 15.” 
When Carey was 15, 
his 
father, 
a 
“ Liverpool-Irish” 
im m igrant who brought his 
family from England to Cana­ 
da and then to the United 
States, died, and Carey had to 
drop out of high school to 
work. At the time of Carey’s 
father’s death in Cleveland, a 
Salvation Army captain cam e 
to offer his sympathy, and 


through him, Carey becam e 
involved with Salvation Army 
activities as he worked and 
went to night school. 
With a degree from New 
York University and gradu­ 
ation from Salvation Army of­ 
ficers training, Carey began a 
career 
with 
the 
Salvation 
Army which took him to Eur­ 
ope, South America, 
India, 
Japan, 
Australia 
and 
New 
Zealand. Even after settling 
into retirem ent near Laconia, 
N.H., Carey plans to go on 
“soldiering” 
with 
the 
local 
corps. 
Carey m arried 
Lieutenant 


Faith Seaver in 1928 and they 
have three children and ele­ 
ven grandchildren. “ It’s part 
of our discipline that officers 
m arry each 
other,” 
Carey 
said smiling. “ Women have 
served on equal term s with 
men here long before the 
w o m e n ’ s liberation move­ 
m ent.” 
The 
Army m arches with 
women’s lib in its efforts to 
start day care centers. The 
„ Salvation Army also has a 
project to train licensed mid­ 
wives to fill in for doctors 
when possible, and also has a 
counseling service for unm ar­ 


ried parents. 
The Salvation 
Army 
has 
tried to increase black re­ 
cruits because 
“ the blacks 
want 
their 
own 
leadership 
and in some places we’re able 
to provide it,” Carey said. 
This isn’t new, according to 
Carey, 
“ There 
were 
three 
blacks 
in 
officers 
training 
with me in 1923.” 
The Salvation 
Army was 
also one jump ahead of ano­ 
ther cause —cleaning up the 
environment. For years, Sal­ 
vation 
Army 
centers 
have 
been collecting and salvaging 
discarded m aterial so that a 


poor family can get 
“ rec­ 
ycled” clothing and furniture. 
Another 
fact 
of 
modern 
tim es Carey may be glad to 
leave 
behind 
is 
economic 
pressures, with the “squeeze” 
in relation to the United Fund 
and 
government 
programs. 
Outside the Army headquar­ 
ters two workers picketed, 
saying 
their 
union 
leaders 
had been laid off when they 
asked for raises. 
“ We feel future shock,” Ca- 
r e y 
s a i d 
assessing 
the 
changes, “but the basic com­ 
mitm ent 
to 
the 
gospel 
of 
Jesus Christ doesn’t change.-

The m ain job of the houst- 
sized orbiting laboratory will 
be to see how well man can 
live and work in weighless 
space for m any weeks at a 
time. 
Three three-m an crews will 
spend a total of 20 weeks in 
the 
Skylab over 
an 
eight- 
month period in 1973, staying 
up for four weeks and then 
eight weeks at a time. A wide 
variety of monitoring and tes­ 
ting equipment will 
be on 
board 
to 
watch 
for 
phys­ 
iological changes due to the 
long exposure to the lack of 
gravitym 
But Skylab also will have 
the instrum ents and drugs to 
deal with many of the illness­ 
es and accidents that might 
befall 
man 
over 
an 
eight 
week period. 
Includes Physician 
The first three-m an crew, 
set for launch May 1, 1973, 
will include a physician, Dr. 
Joseph P. Kqrwin. Two of the 
astronauts on each of the next 
two crews will be trained to 
deal with many potential me­ 
dical problems with advice 
from the ground. 
“We’ve done our best in the 
planning for this mission to 
provide the equipment and 
training on board to take care 
of most illnesses and injuries 
that can be handled in a doc­ 
tor’s office, 
and 
maybe 
a 
little more than that,” Kerwin 
said at a recent briefing. 
“ When we talk about surge­ 
ry in Skylab we’re talking 
about office type procedures. 
“ We’re not going to cut into 
s o m e b o d y ’ s abdomen or 
chest.”

crewmen will be able to care 
for broken bones and lacera­ 
tions and relatively minor ill­ 
nesses.

Not Enough Time 
Kerwin said the astronauts 
on the next two flights will be 
able to handle most of the cli­

enough time to train them to 
use the surgical instruments 
or recognize patterns of bac­ 
teria or blood cells through 
the station’s microscope. 
Should 
something 
serious 
develop, the astronauts would 
be expected to be able to ex­ 
amine a fellow crewmen and 
give an accurate report of his 
symptoms to doctors on the 
ground. The laboratory’s tele­ 
vision cam era would help in 
• the diagnosis. 
“We don’t expect them to 
be diagnosticians, but we ex- ! 
pect them to be dam good re­ 
porters,” Kerwin said. 
Dr. Owen K. Garriott, an 
electrical engineer who will 
be one of the medics on the 
second Skylab mission, said 
the space station would never 
be more than a few minutes 
out of radio contact with the 
Houston control center. And 
\ 
its crewm en could return to 
earth in a m atter of hours in 
an em ergency. 
“ So I don’t think there’s a 
very serious handicap if the 
physician is not right theie 
except in a few very unlikely j 
circum stances,” Garriott said.

None—So Send Money Back 


On Jan. 12, 1971, we ordered two books from Cowles Book 
Co. We enclosed a check for $8.90 which was promptly cashed 
by the company. 
These books were to be used to prepare for college entrance 
examinations. Several weeks later, and long after the need for 
them had passed, the books arrived. We returned the books, 
package unopened, together with a letter explaining why they 
were no longer needed. Shortly thereafter we received the 
enclosed card stating that a refund would be made from the 
Chicago office. 
Several months later we still had not received a refund so 
we wrote again, explaining the whole matter. It has now been 
at least three months since we last wrote and have heard 
nothing concerning the matter. 
We think that possibly a letter from you might cause them 
to respond, and we would appreciate your help. We are enclos­ 
ing a copy of the original order form (which appeared in the 
now defunct Look magazine) and the card acknowledging 
receipt of the returned books. Thank you in advance for any 
help you might be able to offer. — T.W.V., Chino. 


The books were published by the Henry Regnery Co. of Chi­ 
cago, 111., which was to handle the transaction and mail out 
the refund. 
It didn’t, so we contacted Earl W. Landsberg, who has the 
impressive title of “Fulfillment Manager” at Cowles Commu­ 
nication.

POMONA - The Board of 
Education Tuesday night shied 
away from a request by the 
City Council to take a direct 
stand on an Assembly bill that 
would revoke the state’s new 
integration policy. Instead, the 
board decided by a 3 to 2 vote 
to send a copy of its totegra- 
tion policy to the council. 
Two board members, Don 
Donnelly and James Bell, and 
a parent, termed the action a 
“copout,” though and called 
for a direct answer of support 
to the city councilman. 
The council voted Jan. 11 to 
ask the board to advise it 
whether to back a bill author­ 
ed by Assemblyman Floyd 
Wakefield, R-54th Dist., that 
would repeal AB 724, a law 
that will require school dis­ 
tricts to revise integration 
programs when their schools 
become “significantly” out of 
balance racially. The meas­ 
ure goes into effect in March. 
Wakefield charges that the 
integration bill, authored by 
a n o t h e r Republican, As­ 


semblyman William Bagley, 
R-7th Dist., would open the 
door to massive busing pro­ 
grams, but school officials in­ 
cluding Pomona Supt. Robert 
Wentz, deny this, saying the 
bill does not refer at all to 
busing and allows each dis­ 
trict to formalize its own pro­ 
gram. 
Wakefield’s message 
was 
received by the council first, 
but the board was sent a copy 
later. 
All 
board 
members 
agreed to make no direct res­ 
ponse to their 
note 
from 
Wakefield, but said the coun­ 
cil should get some form of 
answer. 
The council request was 
coupled a week later with a 
proposal asking for a public 
council-board meeting to dis­ 
cuss campus safety, integra­ 
tion and the police resource 
officer program. 
Wentz said that the council 
agreed Monday night to first 
have a private session involv­ 
ing a few councilmen and 
board members to discuss the 
public meeting before formal­ 
ly scheduling it. 
B o a r d m e m b e r Don 


McCombs, later backed by 
Joe Gendron and Phil Wes- 
sels, urged the board to ig­ 
nore the Wakefield request, 
s a y i n g the assemblyman 
should be denied as much 
publicity as possible. 
“ I think he is after public­ 
ity,” McCombs said. “I think 
my position is to deny him 
that publicity. Nothing dies 
faster than when nobody talks 
about it. Nothing gains grea­ 
ter momentum than when ev­ 
erybody talks about it. 
“As far as the City Council 
goes, they have asked us for 
our views. My feelings there 
tend to be this: We as a 
b o a r d asked our admin­ 
istration on or about April 1 
to propose a substantial pro­ 
gram to us. I am wondering 
if we are not preempting 
them by making a response 
now.” 
(The board voted Dec. 28 to 
ask the school staff to develop 
an integration program. Ac­ 
cording to Wentz, that study, 
already under way involves 
improving the general quality 
of education, too.) 
Gendron said he felt perso- 


n a l l y that the Wakefield 
measure should be decided by 
a vote of the people and 
made a motion to receive the 
assemblyman’s request and 
file it. 
He agreed to amend his 
motion to include sending the 
council the integration policy 
copy 
after 
McCombs 
and 
Wessels suggested it. 
The 
district’s 
integration 
policy says that the board 
will “take steps insofar as 
reasonably feasible to alle­ 
viate racial imbalance in the 
schools of the district.” 
Both 
Donnelly 
and 
Bell 
charged that the board was 
avoiding its responsibility in 
not giving the council a dis­ 
tinct answer, 
“It’s true we have directed 
the administration to come 
back with ^ program of qual­ 
ity education tor the entire 
community,” Donnelly said. 
“I think it is consistent to re- 
e s t a b l i s h these kinds of 
thoughts. 
“The hottest places in hell 
are maintained for those who 
in great civil strife remain 
neutral.” 


“It’s very possible that our 
position will be opposed to 
their position,” Bell said. “ It 
deals with school matters and 
I think we should take a posi­ 
tion.” 
Richard Owens, a parent, 
agreed- “When you say give 
them our board policy, gentle­ 
men, I have to consider that 
this is another type of cop­ 
out,” he said. “Gentlemen, 
you have to make a deci­ 
sion.” 
“The City Council is a poli­ 
tical base, said another par­ 
ent, Chaio Ramirez. “I just 
hope the board of education ui 
more concerned about educa­ 
tion matters than political po­ 
licies of this city.” 
A third parent, Nellie Cro­ 
ckett, urged the board both to 
take Wakefield more seriously 
and to hold the joint public 
meeting with the council. 


“It’s awful easy for us to 
sit here and forget what As­ 
semblyman Wakefield has to 
say,” she said. “I think our 
council is telling you some­ 
thing, gentlemen. I think your 
city is telling you something.”

Edge 
Democrats Have 
In New 38th District 


During the past 25 vears Pomona has been repre­ 
sented in Congress by five different men. From 
Richard M. Nixon in 1946, the succession has in­ 
cluded Pat Hillings, George Kasem, John Rousselot 
and Glen Lipscomb. 
Kasem, the only Democrat, served one two-year 
term. Rousselot has been the only one of the five to 
have served split terms and to represent Pomona in 
two different districts. He first went to Congress in 
I960 when he defeated Kasem in the old 25th dis­ 
trict. Rousselot lost to Ronald Cameron when Po­ 
mona was taken out of the 25th district and placed 
in Lipscomb’s 24th district. 
On Lipscomb’s death two years ago Rousselot 
came out of political retirement and won the 24th 
district seat in a special election and a two-year 
term in the 1970 regular election. 
As a result of the most recent reapportionment, 
the first since 1962, Pomona will no longer be in the 
24th district. Pomona has been bisected geographi­ 
cally by the creation of a new 38th Congressional 
district and extension of the existing 33rd district. 
Thus, starting in 1973, Pomona will be represented 
in Washington, D.C. by two congressmen. 
North Pomona has become part of the 33rd dis­ 
trict, currently represented by Republican Con­ 
gressman Jerry Pettis, who should have no trouble 
in being re-elected, and south Pomona is in the new 
38th district created by a Democratic controlled leg­ 
islature to provide a safe seat for a Democrat nomi­ 
nee. 
It’s hardly cogent to comment on the validity of 
the redistricting, since the court has decided that, at 
least for the time being. But, if there were ever a 
jigsaw puzzle the boundaries of the new 38th district 
are a good representative. 
The district takes in portions of three counties and 
includes, besides south Pomona, Chino, Montclair 
most of Ontario, Cucamonga and Guasti to name 
some of the communities. Sections of Riverside and 
San Bernardino are also in the district. 
What makes the 38th district an odds-on bet for a 
Democrat is the 62 per cent Democratic vote regist­ 
ration. So far, only two intrepid Republicans have 
ventured to throw their hats into the ring. On the 
other hand, a number of Democratic hopefuls have 
already started jockeying for position in what will 
likely be a real political dogfight for the honor of 
being one of five new congressmen from California. 
During the next few months Pomona Valley vo­ 
ters who are residents of the 38th district will be 
bombarded with political rhetoric that will likely 
overshadow most other local races. 
Democratic candidates, especially, will be making 
the supreme effort in the primary because, with the 
numerical superiority of the party registration, the 
Democratic nominee will unquestionably have the 
inside track for election in November. Pomona 
could easily wind up with its first Democratic con­ 
gressman since Kasem beat Pres Lieberg, the GOP 
standard bearer, in 1958. 


Amnesty? No, Let 
The Evaders Stew! 


It has been remarked that the ancestors of in­ 
numerable Americans were draft or war registers 
or political or religious dissidents who fled to this 
country to escape military service or life under op­ 
pressive governments. 
Ihe idea is that our present-day draft evaders or 
Army deserters, some 70,000 of whom are said to be in 
Canada alone, are lollowing in an honored American 
tradition and that the stigma is not on them but on 
the nation which was and is prosecuting an “immor­ 
al’' war in Vietnam. 
The comparison might be valid except for one 
thing: Those who came to America in search of 
freedom came for keeps, renouncing and abjuring 
all allegiance to their native lands forever. 
They did not, from the sanctuary of America, de­ 
mand that the king or the kaiser or the czar grant 
them amnesty or meet certain conditions as the 
price of their return. They had no thought or desire 
to return to their former countries. Neither did 
those countries desire to have them back. 
The Vietnam war dissenters protest a little too 
much. If “Amerika” was so far sunk into imperial­ 
ism and fascism as to be unliveable for them, if 
they felt they could not in conscience serve its gov. 
ernment, why do we hear these self-righteous pro­ 
clamations from Toronto and Stockholm rejecting 
anything short of absolute and total amnesty before 
they will consent to come home? 
Why do they want to come back to this terrible 
country at all? 
Let them stew. Let them stew until they accept 
the fact that they will have to meet the American 
people at least part way, and that when they come

Peking regime, at least its 
neutrality. 
Gromyko’s visit is being bil­ 
led by Moscow as one in a 
series of consultations between 
the two countries as agreed 
upon in 1966 but never acted 
upon since the visit of Japan’s 
foreign minister to Moscow in 
1967. 
It coincides with a marked 
softening of the Soviet press 
campaign against Japanese 
“militarism” and red carpet 
treatment 
accorded 
Kenzo 
Kono, president of the Japa­ 
nese diet’s upper house, in­ 
cluding a suggestion from So­ 
viet President Nikolai V. Pod- 
gomy that now might be a 
good time to sign a Japanese- 
Soviet peace treaty formally 
ending World War II. 
The Russians will have to 
do a little more than smile. 
The return by the United 
States of Okinawa to Japan 
left four small Russian-held 
islands of the northern Kuril 
chain as the only Japanese 
territory remaining in alien 
hands from the war. 
Japanese Premier Eisaku 
Sato has made return of the 
islands a major issue, and it 
is doubtful if any Japanese 
government could do other­ 
wise and survive. 
On the other hand, the So­ 
viets, aware of the Pandora’s 
box that would be opened 
with the surrender of any ter­ 
ritory have declared posses­ 
sion of the Island’s non-nego- 
tiable. 
There has been a sugges­ 
tion the Russians might be 
willing to surrender the two 
smallest of the four, Habomai 
and Shikotan, hut not the lar­ 
gest, Etorogu and Kunashiri. 
The islands lie just off Ja­ 
pan’s main northernmost is­ 
land of Hokkaido and are in 
the midst of 
rich fishing 
grounds. 
The Soviets at present hold 
a dozen or so Japanese fisher­ 
men accused of fishing within 
a 12-mile limit. 
A b e t t e r possibility of 
agreement between the two 
countries lies in the devel­ 
opment of Soviet eastern Si­ 
beria with its riches of tim­ 
ber, natural gas, oil and other 
minerals. 
Deal Signed 
In 1968, Japan signed a deal 
to supply 
$163 
million 
in 
machinery 
and 
consumer 
goods in return for Siberian 
timber. 
The Russians are said to be 
holding out the possibility of 
$1 billion in other deals if the 
Japanese will agree to long 
term credits which they have 
been reluctant to do. 
At any rate, the Japanese, 
buffeted 
diplomatically 
by 
U.S. moves toward China and 
economically by devaluation 
of the dollar, are enjoying the 
driver’s seat and probably 
will make no move soon.

Surveys Show U.S. Blamed 
For Vietnam Economic Chaos 


We have concluded from se­ 
cret surveys that the United 
States in its anxiety to win 
the war in Vietnam, has lost 
the people of Vietnam. 
The surveys were conducted 
b y 
the 
U.S. 
Pacification 
Studies Branch, which inter­ 
viewed Vietnamese at all le­ 
vels to find out what they re­ 
ally think of Americans. 
For page after page, these 
polls contradict the puffery 
put out by the Pentagon pub­ 
lic relations mill. Instead of 
gratitude 
for our 
military 
help, most Vietnamese dis­ 
trust, dislike, even despise 
Americans. 
The Vietnamese even ques­ 
tion the economic benefits, 
which out $120 billion spend­ 
ing spree is supposed to have 
brought to Vietnam. 
“Eighty percent of the res­ 
pondents felt that the econom­ 
ic chaos and the price in­ 
creases were the main rea­ 
sons that the majority of 
Vietnamese 
people 
dislike 
U.S. soldiers,” declared one 
survey. 
“All agreed that the U.S. 
troops benefited a small num­ 
ber of people but had caused 
economic chaos 
and 
diffi­ 
culties for the majority. Mo­ 
ney . . is 
spent 
carelessly, 
driving the cost of living sky­ 
ward.” 
In one area, the pollsters 
reported: “ Fifteen percent of 
the respondents in Binh Phu 
and Binh Quoi hamlets said 
that they had lost land, farms 
or gardens which had been 
appropriated 
to 
build 
the 
army base, but that they had 
not received adequate com­ 
pensation.” 
Vietnamese Gripes 
And villagers near the huge 
U.S. military base at Long 


B i n h 
complained 
“that 
the . . . use of defoliants has 
c a u s e d 
damage 
to 
the 
p e o p l e ’ s health, animals, 
farms and gardens. 
“Forty-eight percent of the 
respondents,” the survey ad­ 
ded, claimed the “harmful 
defoliants (are) especially da­ 
maging to animals and fruit 
trees.” 
In an earlier column, we 
quoted highlights from the se­ 
cret surveys showing that the 
Vietnamese 
blame 
Ameri­ 
cans, specifically, for need­ 
less killings, drug smuggling 
and prostitution. 
But the “most serious prob­ 
lem” in report after report 
has been “the traffic acci­ 
dents caused by a number of 
careless American truck dri­ 
vers who drove 
fast and 
carelessly.” 
From our own visits to 
Vietnam, we can attest to the 
wild driving. Often, young GI 
drivers don’t dare slow down 
for fear they will get a hand 
grenade tossed into their laps. 
But there has also 
been 
drunken and dangerous driv­ 
ing. 
“A (Vietnamese) employee 
of a U.S. agency,” begins a 
typical report, “said that an 
employee working on Long 
Binh was run over and killed 
by a U.S. Army truck while 
he was walking home after 
work. The American driver 
was drunk, and the Vietna­ 
mese employees assumed the 
driver would be imprisoned 
or sent home, but a few days 
later they learned he had 
been promoted.” 
A 50-year-old Vietnamese 
told another interviewer: “In 
Ho Nai . . . a U.S. soldier 
was speeding, and he hit a 
jeep driven by a Vietnamese 


c a p t a i n . The officer was 
thrown out of the jeep and 
knocked 
unconscious, 
how­ 
ever, the U.S. soldiers just, 
laughed and kept driving.” 
Angry Vietnamese 
The concensus of 98 Vietna- 
m e s e workers, merchants, 
soldiers and government offi­ 
cials was that “the people are 
very angry because 
reim­ 
bursements are not 
satis­ 
factory and the (American) 
soldiers leave the scene.” 
So furious have the Vietna­ 
mese become that recently a 
group held a reckless Ameri­ 
can driver hostage and de­ 
manded compensation on the 
spot. 
Lt. Gen. Michael Davison, 
commander of military region 
three, gave his troops this 
stem warning: 
“In the first nine days of 
this month, five Vietnamese 
were killed in (this region) by 
U.S. military drivers, each of 
whom had received oral repr­ 
imands for speeding just the 
previous month. These (are) 
senseless, 
inexcusable 
tra­ 
gedies . . . ” 
A similar warning came 
from U.S. military headquar­ 
ters in Saigon to all Ameri­ 
cans. The bulletin said that 
the U.S. driver was to Name 
in 60 per cent of the traffic 
accidents involving 
Vietna­ 
mese but that 90 per cent of 
the casualties were suffered 
by 
the 
Vietnamese. 
Most 
Vietnamese 
demonstrations 
against Americans, said the 
bulletin, stemmed from traffic 
accidents. 
Our compelling conclusion, 
in the words of one survey, is 
that U.S. troops “create hos­ 
tility which, in turn, ruins the 


P r e s i d e n t Nixon’s an­ 
nouncement that by May 1 
the number of American serv­ 
icemen in Vienam will be 
down to 69,000 has really 
stunned some of his political 
opponents for, as it becomes 
evident that Mr. Nixon in­ 
tends to withdraw as many 
troops as possible, the anti­ 
war 
issue 
diminishes. 
He 
mentions 69,000, but it is ex­ 
pected that this figure will be 
cut in half during the summer 
months. 
The main reason for such a 
cutback of American forces in 
Indo-China is that the admin- 
I s t r a t i o n is confident the 
South Vietnamese can defend 
themselves. They do need fur­ 
ther aid through air power, 
and the United States will be 
supplying advisers and techni­ 
cians as well as helicopters 
and planes to assist the South 
Vietnamese. Some American 
fighter planes will remain to 
provide air cover for ground 
action and big bombers will 
fly missions from bases in 
Thailand. These will help pro­ 
tect the South Vietnamese 
and the Americans who re­ 
main in Indo-China. 
No Agreement 
On the political front, the 
reduction of American troops 
in Vietnam to a “residual 
force” In the near future 
leaves critics with little to ar­ 
gue about in the coming ses­ 
sion of Congress or in the 
presidential campaign. For it 
is clear that the United States 
will press for a peace agree­ 
ment at Paris and will be 
ready to wind up its military 
operations whenever this is 
accomplished and American 
prisoners are released. 
Back in 1984 and 1965, when 
our country’s forces in South­ 
east 
Asia 
began 
to 
rise 
sharply, many of the Demo­ 
crats were defending the ac­ 
tion. These figures reached a 
peak of 543,400 shortly after 
President Nixon took office. 
In three years he has already 
gradually withdrawn most of 
our combat divisions and all 
except about 139,000 men. 
The President is depending 
on the Vietnamization pro­ 
gram which has been in pro­ 
gress for more 
than two 
years. This means the train­ 
ing and equipping of the 
army of South Vietnam to 
take over the fighting, with 
the assistance of American 
technicians in various kinds 
of operations. The military 
weakness of South Vietnam is 
in the matter of air power. 
This is why the United States 
will be maintaining air units 
in the area, particularly to 
bomb enemy concentrations

President Nixon does not 
see a diminishing U.S. role in 
world affairs. 
On the contrary, a study of 
his State of the Union mes­ 
sage, fleshed out with data 
from the State Department, 
Pentagon and White House 
staffs, makes clear Mr. Nixon 
wants vigorously to expand 
the American presence. 
But in a different manner 
than in the past. 
As is well known, he wants 
to reduce the occasions when 
American troops would move 
abroad in force. 
In 
little 
wars, 
this 
has 
sometimes 
been counterproductive, and 
most costly to economic wel­ 
fare, national disasters and 
wars. 
He’s also Jumping in with 
both feet on the more con­ 
troversial though widely popu­ 
lar move for reducing the 
world’s population growth to 
manageable figures. 
T h e Soviet Union, Red 
China, Japan, Latin America 
and Western Europe, regard­ 
less of ideological differences, 
all agree on the evils of pollu­ 


tion, of excessive population 
growth and on the desirability 
of aiding the victims of earth- 
q u a k e s , pestilence, floods, 
drought and war. 
Note too that in each of 
these fields the United States 
has a policy interest: 
T h e widespread use of 
drugs in this country cannot 
be brought under control un­ 
less there is a worldwide 
crackdown. 
The economic gap between 
the have countries and the 
have-nots will continue to in­ 
crease, resulting in tensions 
that may become too great 
to solve peacefully unless the 
birthrate is brought under 
control in a sizable number of 
nations. When the birthrate 
exceeds economic growth the 
welfare of a nation’s people 
goes downhill. 
It will be noted that Mr. Nix­ 
on experimented with heavy 
aid to refugees and other vic­ 
tims as one method for help­ 
ing prevent outbreak of the 
India-Pakistan war. And this 
brings us to the U.S. position 
in these conflicts. 
The State of the Union mes­ 


sage and the thinking that 
went into it makes clear that 
Mr. Nixon is going to step up 
his role as peacemaker, an ap­ 
proach he has experimentally 
tried, with mixed effects, in 
the Israeli-Arab and India-Pa- 
k i s t a n conflicts. However 
much his efforts in this role 
have fumbled of late, he sees 
them as an essential substi­ 
tute for U.S. military action. 
It is also certain that Mr. 
Nixon sees trade as a very 
important arm of his foreign 
policy, a principal approach 
to closer relations with both 
Moscow and Peking. 
It is clear, too, that Mr. Nix­ 
on and his men now see the 
export of technology to under- 
d e v 1 o p e d countries as a 
means for creating pressures 
for social change within these 
nations. 
There may be fewer pro­ 
jects dominated by U.S. mo­ 
ney. But there will be a grea­ 
ter export of know-how to the 
have-not nations in the hope 
they will thus be enabled to 
push their own development 
without seeing this as U.S. in­ 
terference. 


Berry’s World 
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and the trails down which 
come the supplies for the 
North Vietnamese armies. 
The “residual force” will be 
a relatively small one, but it 
will be important to the South 
Vietnamese to have the bene­ 
fit of American advisers and 
certain equipment necessary 
for air action. The United 
States, at the same time, will 
continue to try to negotiate a 
Paris settlement which will 
make possible an end to the 
fighting between North and 
South Vietnam. If such an 
agreement can be effected, 
and American prisoners are 
released, this country will 
pull out all of its forces and 
expect North Vietnam to hour 
or the commitment to main­ 
tain peace in Indo-China. 
Naturally the pact will not 
be of much use unless it has 
the full backing of the Soviet 
Union and Red China. 
If 
President Nixon on his trips 
to Moscow and Peking is able 
to get support for peace in 
Vietnam, the proceedings at 
Paris can be expedited.

The prospects are that the 
first h^f of 1972 will see the 
p u l l o u t of practically all 
American troops from South 
Vietnam. 
It is anticipated 
that by midsummer negotia­ 
tions should begin to bring 
about some kind of peace 
agreement between North and 
South Vietnam which will per­ 
mit the American “residual 
force” to return home, too. 
Real Achievement 
T h e general expectation 
here is that the Vietnam war 
will not be the political issue 
the Democrats hoped to make 
of it during (1972. The dis­ 
cussion is more Hkely to cen­ 
ter on the Republican argu­ 
ment that President Nixon 
has brought home a half-mil­

CHINO — In a brief meet­ 
ing Tuesday night the school 
board here approved routine 
agenda items with little dis­ 
cussion held on the various 
matters. 
Warren Baker in presenting 
the 1970-71 audit report com­ 
mended 
the 
district’s 
food 
s e r v i c e s department for 
“ good management displayed 
there for many years’’ and 
reiterated the belief that the 
district reserve is too low. 
The auditor stated that the 
$424,000 amount in reserve ac­ 
counts represents only 5.6 per 
cent of the year’s revenue for 
Chino Unified School District. 
He added that 10 per cent is 
usually 
considered 
an 
ade­ 
quate reserve for any school 
district. 
“ It is usually desirable and 
necessary that an adequate 
reserve be maintained each 
year in order to provide for 
emergencies’’ or take over or- 
d i n a r y district operations 
should general funds be depl­ 
eted, Baker commented. 
Once reserves are lowered, 
it becomes twice as difficult 
to build up such accounts to 
meet emergencies, he said. 
He pointed out that 
Chino 
schools are once again facing 
a deficit in the 
upcoming 
school year. 
Board members greeted Ba­ 
ker’s 
statement 
with 
res­ 
traint. The four present — 
P e t e V a n d e r 
Poel, 
A1 


McCombs, Charles Smith and 
John Tomlinson Jr. — had 
earlier received a report from 
SUpt. Royce Lapp on the bud­ 
get priorities committee’s at­ 
tempt to trim a $310,000 defi­ 
cit from the 1972-73 budget. 
Baker boosted the spirits of 
board members in reporting 
that they had “ no problems in 
general accounts and no need 
for concern bv district offi­ 
cials.

POMONA - The City Coun­ 
cil, which last year granted 
city employes a 5 per cent 
pay hike, 
has unanimously 
approved additional wage ad­ 
justments for some fire de­ 
partment personnel.

Board: ‘Do Something About It9 
New Tax Shift Plan 


SAN BERNARDINO (CNA) 
—A “piggy-back” plan, design­ 
ed to take the oppressive load 
off county property taxpayers, 
will be submitted to the state 
Legislature this session with a 
Board of Supervisors resolution 
demanding, in effect, that the 
Assembly 
and 
Senate 
ac­ 
complish something realistic 
this 
year 
in 
reduction 
of 
taxes. 
Supervisor Daniel D. Mike- 
sell, in asking for the resolu­ 
tion, stated that Maryland is 
using the plan with notable 
success. "There is no reason 
why this county and 
state 
can’t enjoy the same benefits 
experienced by Maryland tax­ 
payers. The plan will have 
counties using half of their es­ 
timated budgets for property 
tax assessments, with the oth­ 
er half of the budget to be 
borne by the state through in­ 
come tax, sales tax and other 


means to be devised. 
“Counties, according to our 
plan, will be able to exercise 
local option if they so desire, 
but it is doubtful if any coun­ 
ty will 
decide to put 
the 
whole load on the property 
taxpayer. 


“This is an equitable plan 
with the burden of supporting 
governmental agencies spread 
oved the entire state and not 
put mainly on the shoulders of 
the home-owners. 


“This is tax shifting, and 
not reform,” Supervisor Nan­ 
cy E. Smith said in recording 
her approval of the plan. “A 
great deal of intensive work 
is in progress now on tax 
shifting—making 
some 
per­ 
sons and businesses who have 
hitherto gotten off easily as­ 
sume their portion of the gov­ 
ernmental load. And certainly 
ther are other ways of the 
state getting tax monies other 


than through porperty taxes,” 
she said. 
Board Chairman Ruben S. 
Ayala, also nodded approval, 
stating, “We need a balance 
on taxes in this state and we 
want the state Legislature to 
know that we’re not sitting 
back. We’re doing our part in 
this 
reduction 
of 
property 
taxes.” 


Supervisors 
Donald 
C. 
Beckord and William A. Bet- 
terley voted approval of the 
resolution, 
remarking 
that 
time was running out. “Let’s 
get these legislators making 
some definite move on tax re­ 
duction this year,” Bettersley 
said.

One Soys ‘Yes,’ While Other Says ‘No’—Ayala 
Tunnel Vision' Charge Leveled at Co. Agencies 


SAN BERNARDINO (CNA) 
— “I believe that most of our 
county departments are suf­ 
fering fcx>m tunnel vision,” 
says Board of Supervisors 
Chairman Ruben S. Ayala. An 
angry Ayala told the board 
Monday of one instance last 
weekend where a Chino area 
resident had obtained an auc­ 
tion permit from the sheriff’s 
department but was advised 
by the City of Chino Planning 
Department when he started 
to open that such an event 
was not permitted in an agr- 
iculural zone. 
“This isn’t the first instance 
where county and city depart­ 
ments have failed to see eye- 
to-eye and I think it’s about 
time to call a screeching halt 
to these happenings,” he said. 
Ayala suggested that Public 
Works Agency Administrator 
John Bernard set up a study 
and review of the various 
county department, and possi­ 
bly devise a ‘check list’ which 


would obviate any such mi­ 
sunderstandings between de­ 
partments and city agencies. 
“I believe that all county 
departments should work to­ 
gether, and while each de­ 
partment might be doing a 
good job in their field, they 
don’t have the slighest idea of 
what’s going on in the rest of 
the county administration,” 
he said. 
Supervisor Daniel D. Mike- 
sell suggested that all depart­ 
ment heads be brought to­ 
gether tor a meeting of the 
minds In an effort to resolve 
this obvious lack of coordina­ 
tion. 
Supervisor William A. Bet- 
terley stated, “This happens

Youth Crippled in Crash Gets $1,670,792? 


SAN BERNARDINO - An 
O n t a r i o youth left per­ 
manently crippled after a 
1969 traffic accident at the or­ 
ner of Benson Avenue and 
San Jose Street in Montclair 
may be awarded $1,670,792 in 
damages.

The judgment would be 
awarded to Randy L. Savage, 
19, son of Mr. and Mrs. Ha­ 
rold Savage of Ontario. 
Savage suffered brain dam­ 
age, which has left him par­ 
tially paralyzed on the left 
side, after a vehicle he was 
driving was struck broadside 
by a car driven by William 
Van Marie, 24, of Claremont, 
April 2, 1969. Four other per­ 
sons, including Van Marie, 
were injured in the accident. 
According to evidence in 


the trial, Van Marie ran a 
stop sign at speed in excess 
of 00 miles per hour in a post­ 
ed 25 mile per hour zone dur­ 
ing a rainstorm. 
Van Marie is now a pre- 
med student at Pitzer College 
in Claremont. 
In his memo, Judge Gamer 
tound that Van Marie “was 
guilty of more than negli­ 
gence; it was willful and in­ 
tention operation of a vehicle 
in wanton and reckless dis­ 
regard of the probable con­ 
sequences to others.” 


Savage was represented by 
John C. McCarthy of Young, 
Henrie and McCarthy of Po­ 
mona.

child abuse the police depart­ 
ment of almost every small 
town Is prepared to »newer 
such calls and remove the 
child from the home If they 
feel it is necessary* 
If this mother is a proati- 
tute it may be that she Is also 
a drug addict. In that c»s*, 
she may have little aware­ 
ness of what she Is doing to 
her children. 
Dr. David G. Gil made a 
two-year analysis of about 
13,000 child-beating report» in 
the 50 »tates and he estimates 
that as many •• 2-5 million 
c h i l d r e n are physically 
abused each year. He feels 
that we should outlaw use of 
all physical force on children, 
in the home as well as in 
schools. He points out that in 
cultures 
where 
there 
are 
strong taboos against striking 
children there is a very low 
incidence of child abuse. It is 
quite possible to discipline 
children through shame and 
example without use of force. 
Studies have shown that 
frequently parents who abuse 
their children were 
them­ 
selves abused as children. 
Some parents never grow up. 
They expect children to take 
care of them and to fill their 
emotional needs, not realizing 
that it is parents who must 
meet the child’s needs. This 
kind erf immaturity is typical 
in cases of child abuse. 
gome parents have totally 
unrealistic 
expectations 
of 
what a child means and sim­ 
ply have no knowledge or un­ 
derstanding of the responsibi­ 
lities of parenthood. Dr. Ray 
Heifer, • child-abusa resear­ 
cher for almost a decade, has 
said, “Abuse is a famUy af­ 
fair; it is a whole family 
structure that allows a beat­ 
ing to eeeur.” 
If ter some reason you can­ 
not report this immediately, 


then at least offer your serv­ 
ices to the woman and tell 
her that you’d be glad to take 
care of the youngsters to re­ 
lieve her of any pressure or 
burden. If you bear in mind 
that the children are really 
the victims 
you s h o u l d 
be able to offer your holp in a 
way that needs not be rude or 
offensive. 
Dr. Gil recommends adopt­ 
ing 
a 
be 
yourown-soclal- 
worker attitude. “The «hueed 
child is 
the 
responsibility 
of the community and society 
at large because, if he eur- 
vives, he will strike out at 
society and become the cri­ 
minal or the battering parent 
of tomorrow.” 
You and your husband will 
feel much better if you know 
that your interference will at 
least give the child a chance.

nosis? What is the reason it 
doesn’t work when it did at 
first? 


Dear Reader—Hypnosis of­ 
ten helps a person do what he 
wishes to do anyway. Thus, 
the person who wants to stop 
smoking can get some help in 
stopping the habit, if he real­ 
ly wishes to auit. Hypnosis is 


not successful in getting a 
person to stop smoking when 
he really does not want to. 
Physicians who have used 
hypnosis to help patients stop 
smoking say that after sever­ 
al sessions it often became 
evident that the individual did 
not wish to stop smoking at 
all 
and 
often 
was 
going 
through the motions to satisfy 


his mate’s desire that he quit 
smoking. Or, it became evi­ 
dent that the desire on the 
part of the person to have 
hypnosis was for some other 
problem and not the desire to 
quit smoking. 


Some individuals actually 
sabotage the mate’s effort to 
stop smoking. Such indivi­ 
duals are very much like the 


alcoholic’s mate who i9 really 
a part of the problem and ac­ 
tually steps in to ensure fail­ 
ure if it looks as if the mate 
will really kick the habit. 
Of course, the dominating 
mate is badly in need of 
psychotherapy. 
These 
and 
other factors all play a role 
in quitting smoking. 
H y p n o s i s has not been 
strikingly successful in enabl­ 
ing people to suddenly quit 
s m o k i n g and continue to 
avoid cigarettes. A few in- 
thusiast9 have claimed such 
results, but the reliable work­ 


ers In the field have disputed 
this. In my own limited expe­ 
rience I would be inclined to 
agree that it would be very 
unusual for one or two epi­ 
sodes of hypnosis to be suc­ 
cessful in eliminating a long­ 
time habit of heavy smoking. 
It can be very helpful in 
enabling a person to decrease 
. his cigarette smoking and in 
the long term it may enable a 
person to stop smoking, but it 
would rfequire a considerable 
length of time and a sincere 
desire on the part of the 
patient to stop. 


In many ways hypnosis 
teaches the subject how to 
use his own will power and 
how to reinforce his basic de­ 
sires. It has many very useful 
applications. 
It cannot 
be 
used, however, to induce a 
p e r s o n to do something 
against his own will; hence, 
its lack of success in many 
individuals who do not wish to 
quit smoking.

Scratched Eye Needs Attention of Doctor

D E A R D R . M ILLER: 
Brunb, our German shepherd, 
got his eye scratched while 
playing with a cat. It was all 
red and swollen and ugly 
lookihg and I couldn’t get him 
into the doctor’s so I used 
some cortisone eye ointment 
that the doctor had pres­ 
cribed for him earlier for 


another eye condition. The 
eye looks better now and 
seems to be healing. So after 
this length of time is there 
any need to have the eye 
checked by the doctor? — 
J.J. 
Dear J.J.: It is still a good 
idea to have the doctor check 
the eye, 
though 
obviously 
healing of some type must 


have occurred by now. Even 
though the healing processes 
were delayed with the use of 
the cortisone eye ointment, 
you, and particularly Bruno, 
were fortunate that the eye 
did apparently heal instead of 
developing a corneal ulcera­ 
tion and perforation, a syn­ 
drome that frequently occurs 
as a complication of the use 


of cortisone in the eye. This, 
of course, is one of the rea­ 
sons why it is so dangerous to 
use medication for a condition 
other than that for which it 
was prescribed. In all proba­ 
bility, the eye healed in spite 
of the use of this ointment, 
not because of it. 


DEAR DR. M ILLER: Mac, 


my macaw, has a bad habit 
of chewing up all of his per­ 
ches. How can I prevent this? 
- O.F. 
Dear O.F.: Like other birds 
of the parrot family, your 
macaw chews up whatever he 
can reach in order to keep 
the upper mandible from be­ 
coming too long. Besides, this 
havoc-raising habit helps pass 
the time. Mac’s merely mak­ 
ing do with what he has in 
the way of recreational op­ 
portunities. If you expect to 
be frugal with his furniture, 
you had better provide him 


with other wood to work on, 
preferably 
something 
chal­ 
lenging enough to give his 
massive mandibles 
a 
real 
workout. His perches will last 
longer if they are made of 
hardwood, the harder the bet­ 
ter. 


DEAR DR. M ILLER: Is it 
all right to feed imitation, 
pasteurized, processed cheese 
spread to dogs and cats? It’s 
the kind you get when you 
are on welfare. — T.T. 
Dear T.T.: While the pro­

Jazz Club Holds 
Birthday Bash

The 
Society for the Preservation 
of Dixieland Jazz celebrated 
its 10th birthday anniversary 
Sunday evening with a stand­ 
ing-room-only crowd and plen­ 
ty of spirited music at the 
West Covina Elks Club. 
The society, which started 
in Pomona in 1962, drew at 
least 500 people to its monthly 
bash. 
Blessed by the presence of 
venerable disc-jockeys Chuck 
Cecil and Benson Curtis, the 
enthusiastic amateur jazzmen 
were sprinkled with off-duty 
professionals for the 12 half- 
hour sets, while wives, chil­ 
dren and ordinary foot-stom- 
pers sat around and stomped 
their feet. One non-instrumen­ 
talist brought a baton, which 
he used to direct no one in 
particular, while another man 
sat quietly at a table harmo­ 
nizing with his harmonica. 
Among the performers, the 
big names were Teddy Buck­ 
ner, roly-poly cometist in the 
Louis Armstrong mold, and 
Barney Bigard, subtle ex-El­ 
lington clarinetist. The only 
time the noisy crowd be- 
camse really silent was when 
Buckner came down from the 
stage and escorted 80-year-old 
bass player Ed (Tudy) Gar­ 
land out of the crowd while 
playing a soft muted version 
of "Just a Closer Walk with 
Thee,” the jazz hymn always 
associated with Buckner. 
Dixieland is joyful music, 
but one of its drawbacks is 
that it tends to put a pre­ 
mium on playing loud. On one 
number Bigard had to chide 
his enthusiastic cohorts for 
drowning out his solo. 
The more or les spon­ 
taneous way groups are put 
together means that some 
sets are pretty ragged even 
when the soloists are good. 
One pair of back-to-back 
sets featurd the outgoing and 
i n c o m i n g officers of the 
Society. It may not have been 
the musical highlight of the 
year, but It’s nice to know 
that administrators can break 
out of administration now and 
then. 
The middle-aged and nostal­ 
gic crowd paid homage to 
youth and also to the notion 
of practicing together in giv­ 
ing a rousing reception to The 
Fink Street Five, six (!) kids 
who warmed 
up everyone 
with exotic tunes like “ Hello. 
C e n t r a , Give Me Doctor 
Jazz,” and “ Emperor Nor­ 
ton’s Hunch.” Shy trombonist 
Dan Barrett was especially 
winning. 
A group with mor panache 
than most featured old-timer 
Bob McCracken, alumnus of 
I G o o d m a n , Teagarden and 
Armstrong, on clarinet, and a 
| lady trumpeter named Barbra 
Torrance, who no doubt in­ 


spired their first tune, "Lady 
Be Good.” Their "Hi-Yo Sil­ 
ver” had the jazz buffs lite­ 
rally dancing In the aisles, 
and when Sammy Lee took 
his tenor sax through the 
crowd a spontaneous little 
ceremony was enacted where­ 
by people tapped the top key 
on his sax and made a rhyth­ 
mic squawk. At this point, it 
all, as they say, came togeth­ 
er. 
P u r e , meaning pre-1920, 
Dixieland can be quite con­ 
fining; 
but fortunately the 
SPDJ repertoire is not all 
that pure. We heard "Satin 
Doll,” "Quiet Nights” and 
"Perdido” as well as "Mus- 
k r a t Ramble,” 
"Farewell 
Blues” and "Up a Lazy Ri­ 
ver.” Roger Stillman brought 
his amplified bass guitar, and 
C h e s t e r Lane, Buckner’s 
regular pianist, even sneaked 
in some avant-garde chords. 
The "C Jam Blues” free- 
for-all at the end saw little 
kids, bearded youths and old 
men all crowded together on 
th e 
stage, 
blowing 
their 
hearts out. A grand time was 
had by all.

Souffles, 
those 
culinary 
mastesrpieces 
of 
c l a s s i c 
French cooking, have always 
been ringed with a formidable 
barrier of scare technique. 
Unfortunately, 
this 
attitude 
has discouraged many Ameri­ 
can homemakers unnecessar­ 
ily- 
Lode at a souffle simply as 
a dramatic way to serve en- 
c o n o m i c a 1 eggs—can you 
think of a more impressive 
dish to feed four people a fa­ 
bulous, nutritious meal for 
about a dollar? It’s a little 


harder than scrambled eggs, 
but not much—and a souffle 
is much more impressive. 
The secret is to simply have 
all the ingredients at room 
temperature before you start. 
This souffle has beer as an 
ingredient—the 
method 
of 
preparation is simpler than 
other recipes. The beer pro­ 
duces a nonsweet, light, moist 
texture, and the flavor with 
such combinations as cheese, 
tuna, herring, tomato or onion 
is superior. 
Any baking dish or casse­ 


role is suitable for a souffle. 
It should be filled to an inch 
from the top. A tip for the 
hostesses: make the egg yolk- 
beer custard ahead of time 
and store in the refrigerator. 
Thirty minutes before serv­ 
ing, reheat to the boiling 
point before folding in the 
beaten egg whites. 
Perfect souffles should be 
soft and creamy on the in­ 
side, a deep brown on the out­ 
side. If you’re worried about 
“ collapses,”

2-inch slash in the crust on 


each side when it just starts 
to rise. And opening the oven 
doesn’t hurt a beer souffle.

teaspoon salt; 6 eggs, sepa­ 
rated; 6 tablespoons all-pur­ 
pose flour; y2 teaspoon corn­ 
starch; 
y4 teaspoon sugar; 
dash cayenne; and 6 tables­ 
poons softened butter. Take 
out all ingredients and leavef 
until all reach room tempera­ 
ture. Pour beer into a large 


saucepan. Add onions, scal­ 
lion greens, and salt. Bring 
beer to a boil and cook onions 
until tender, about 5 min. In 
a separate bowl, beat egg 
yolks until creamy. Mix flour 
with cornstarch, sugar and 
cayenne and gradually beat 
into egg yolks. Add softened 
butter and beat until mixture 
is s m o o t h and the con­ 
sistency of thick paste. Re­ 
move beer from heat and cool 
slightly. Add half the hot beer 
to yolk mixture, stirring well 
to keep smooth. Stir yolks 


into remaining beer. Return 
to heat and bring just to a 
boil, stirring constantly. The 
mixture will 
be 
the 
con­ 
sistency of thick custard and 
can be stored in the refrigera­ 
tor. 
Beat egg white until stiff 
but not 
dry. 
Add beaten 
whites to hot yolk mixture, 
folding slowly until whites are 
thoroughly mixed. Butter bot­ 
tom and sides of a l^-quart 
oven dish and dust all over 
with flour. Pour in souffle 
mixture until 1 inch from the 


top. Bake In a preheated oven 
at 400 degrees. Makes 4 serv­ 
ings. 
Variations; reduce onions in 
half and add ebout l-3rd cup 
of any of the following to the 
hot custard mixture: grated

What you can see is bits of 
chopped onion, juicy red to­ 
matoes and their juice, plus 
an ample amount of well- 
browned ground chuck. 


If anyone in your family 
thinks that chili without beans 
just isn’t chili, call it by ano­ 
ther name but make sure 
they try it.

We discussed this matter 
with three nationally known 
nutritionists, each the director 
of a university department of 
nutrition. Here is a summary 
of their specific advice? 
—A good diet must include 
adequate amounts of meat 
(beef, pork, lamb, etc.), fish, 
poultry and cheese. These are 
all good protein foods. 
In addition, a good diet will 
include a liberal amount of 
fruits and vegetables (don’t 
forget the potatoes), break­ 
fast cereals, bread and rolls, 
macaroni products, cornbread 
and rice for essential energy. 
— E a t good and ample 
meals regularly to build up 
resistance 
against 
winter 
winds and storms. But don’t 
eat too much. Avoid stuffing 
at mealtime. Excess calories 
means excess body fat, which 
is a form of malnutrition. 
—Don’t 
allow 
too 
much 
time to elapse between meals. 
This will cause a depression 
of the body’s functions.. 
None of the three nutrition­ 
ists recommends taking vita­ 
min pills or supplements un­ 
less a doctor advises. Ade­ 
quate meals, regularly eaten, 
will supply all the vitamins 
and minerals you need. 
Two other bits of advice to 
go along with good eating: 
Sleep regularly 
and long 
enough. 
Make sure that the air in 
your home Is well-moisturized. 
Follow these instructions to 
build physical resistance to 
the weather, then meet the 
first severe storm with cheers.

Food fads come and go, 


new products and recipes pro­ 
liferate, but there’s an endur­ 
ing group of dishes which has 
stood the test of time. Welsh 
rabbit or rarebit holds a hal­ 
lowed lead in that group. 


The original dish is definite­ 
ly a Welsh Rabbit and is the 
oldest known melted cheese 
recipe, dating back to the 7th 
century. In those days, as 
now, the Welsh were great lo­ 
vers of wild rabbit. When a 
hunter came home 
empty- 
handed after promising his 
wife a fat rabbit for supper, 
it was, indeed, a sorrv state 


of affairs. Some enterprising 
woman one day probably saw 
her husband approaching the 
house with nothing to show 
for his hunting and created 
this dish as a substitute — for 
it can be prepared quickly — 
to save his pride. Or at least, 
that’s the way the story goes. 


It is easy to see how the 
corruption of rgbbit to rarebit 
came about. Many persons 
who have tested the dish for 
the very first time must have 
commented, "Ah, what a rare 
bit!’’ 


But whichever you prefer to 
call it, it’s basically one of 


the easiest dishes to prepare 
despite its glorification over 
the years. There are only two 
absolute ingredients: 
cheese 
and beer or ale. The amount 


of beer or ale needed will 
vary depending on the mois­ 
ture content and age of the 
cheese you are using. 


Frequently, a tablespoon or 
two of butter is melted in the 
pan to prevent the cheese 
from sticking. The beer or ale 
should 
preferably be room 
temperature to avoid a ten­ 
dency to make the cheese 
mixture lumpy jf ice-cold li­ 
quid is added to hot molting 


cheese. A Welsh rabbit can be 
made ever low direct heat, in 
a chafing dish, or in a double 
boiler. In any case, it must 
be stirred constantly with a 
wooden spoon. 


To serve a Welsh rabbit 
properly, everything must be 
hot. The plates should be al­ 
most too hot to handle, the 
broad steaming hot, and the 
rabbit 
itself 
still 
bubbling 
from the stove. Of course, the 
ideal beverage with a Welsh 
rabbit is a large mug or glass 
of ice-cold beer or ale. 
CLASSIC WELSH RABBIT: 
1 pound aeed natural Cheddar 


cheese, 1 teaspoon butter, % 
to 1 cup beer or ale, 2 teas­ 
poons dry mustard, 1 teas­ 
poon Worcestershire sauce, 1 
teaspoon paprika, large round 
loaf fresh white bread. Re­ 
move rind and grate cheese 


coarsely or cut in small piec­ 
es. Melt butter and tip pan to 
coat bottom. Add cheese and 
as it begins to melt, gradually 
add beer or ale which has 
been poured out and allowed 
to reach room temperature. 


Stir constantly with a woo­ 
den spoon. Add the season­ 
ings and continue to stir until 
the cheese "follows the spoon 


around the pan." If too thick, 
gradually add more beer. To 
have bread ready for imme­ 
diate serving, cut loaf into 
serving sections and butter 
well 
between 
slices. 
Reas­ 
semble 
loaf 
and 
wrap 
in 
aluminum foil. Heat in 350 
deg. F. oven while making 
rabbit. Heat dishes in oven 
for last few minutes before 
serving. Spoon hot rabbit over 
thick slices of hot bread and 
serve with chilled beer or ale. 
This makes 6 to 8 servings.

New Cookbook 
Scientific Approach 
To Chores in Kitchen 


NEW 
YORK 
(NEA)

There are at least 2,500 cook­ 
books published each year. 
Some are useful. Others are 
merely gimmicky. One of the 
largest in number of pages 
may be considered a true pri­ 
mer for the begining cook. It 
also has an author whose 
background is most unusual, 
even in the world of recipe 
writers. The book is ‘‘Cooking 
wi t h Understanding,” 864 
pages with 750 illustrations. It 
includes few recipes but a lot 
of basic whys and wherefores 
of cookery, by Herbert L. 
Nichols Jr. His first best-seller 
was, ‘‘Moving the earth, the 
Workbook 
of 
Excavation.” 
Both, are by his publishing 
house because no one else 
wanted to invest in them. 
A 
1929 graduate of Co­ 
lumbia College, this native New 
Yorker at 63 speaks quietly of 
his use of an engineer’s ap­ 
proach to the kitchen. To him 
it is logical and not unusual 
JP r 
a man who kept his head 
* above 
ground 
during 
the 
Depression by moving top soil 
and operating all sizes of 
earth-moving equipment since 
the ’20s to tackle pots and 
pans with no knowledge or 
guidance and write a lengthly 
volume for other neophytes. 
It all began, re explained 
recently, when his wife was 
ordered to bed after a bout 
wi t h walking 
pneumonia. 
There were three children to 
feed and Nichols found hou 
sekeeper-cooks scarce and ex­ 
pensive. So he took over. 
“ 1 thought 1 could open any 
cookbook, as they say, and be 
O. K. Thi s wasn’t true. 
Cookbooks used words 1 didn't 
know such as ‘saute,’ and 
didn’t tell me the basic way 
to handle foods, such as how 
to crack an egg, how to whip 
and to fold.” 
He also was confused and 
bothered when he encounte­ 
red three recipes with the 
same name done in different 
ways. 
With the first days of frust­ 
ration behind him, Nichols de­ 
cided to apply engineering 
principles to cooking. For ex­ 
ample, it was scientific go as­ 
sume that if the heat was too 
high then he would cook the 
outside of a concotion that 
fast. He also discovered that 
the angle of a spoon for 
scraping and stirring related 
to the vortex of the spoon 
bowl, etc. For five weeks this 
Connecticut-based 
former 
earthmover kept a dailycard 
file of everything he did in 
the kitchen. To this initial ex­ 
perience he added research in 
food chemistry and cooking 
equipment. 
Although he is esoecially 
proud of the book which soon 
will come out with a silver 
cover for a bridal 
gift, he 
boasts that he never used a 
TV dinner to feed his family 
and he never burned any­ 
thing. 
In talking with Nichols one 
would never suspect that he is 
absent-minded but he claims 
he is. To avoid disaster when 
following a recipe he said he 
woul d take out all ing­ 
redients, place them on on<‘ 
side and move each one to 


anoher 
place 
when 
used. 
Another experiment with dishr 
washing led to the most ef­ 
fective method but ego got in 
the way of its use. Few per­ 
sons like to wash dishes and 
he is no exception. ‘‘I found 
that keeping dishes and pots 
wet helped do a better clean­ 
ing job. The most efficient 
method, though was to let 
dishes accumulate for a week. 
But the kitchen looked messy 
and 
I couldn’t stand 
for 
neighbors to see my kitchen 
that way.” 
He also believes the best 
way to freeze foods for future 
use it to cook up a batch of a 
recpie for a meal and freeze 
the surplus rather than cook­ 
ing specifically for freezing. 
It is better and takes no extra 
work, he said. He also prefers 
to leave seasoning with salt 
and pepper for the time of 
serving. 
struggle in the kitchen and 
research for the book, he said 
he couldn’t bear to walk 
through the room for months. 
However, he’s back at work 
using either of hi ranges 
—one’s electric, the other gas 
— and his electronic oven. He 
makes meringues each week 
for his mother who is in a 
nursing home. 
With his interest in cooking 
Nichols keeps fit mountain 
climbing which he began when 
he was 17 in the Adirondacks. 
He likes climbing because it 
offers the pleasure of exercise 
and 
competition. 
He 
has 
climbed Mt. Rainier, the Mat­ 
terhorn, others in the Alps and 
in Mexico. To keep fit he also 
walks a lot around his Con­ 
necticut acreage and walks 
up five flights of stairs in the 
nursing home each week when 
he visits his mother. 
Aside from working on ad­ 
ditional books for his small 
publishing firm, Nichols said 
he likes to read heavy scien­ 
tific articles and detective 
stories because the latter of­ 
fer a need to weigh evidence. 
Admittedly he is one of the 
most unusual entries into the 
cookbook writing field and his 
book is chockful of clearly ex­ 
plained information on how to 
cook and the correct use of 
utensils.

Looking for a good New 
Year’s Resolution? Here’s one 
from a respected nutrition 
scientist. 
“ Take more responsibility 
for choosing the food you eat. 
Don’t just eat anything put 
before you. You will be sur­ 
prised how much more fun 
and pleasure this will bring to 
you. And a lot better health.” 
So predicts Dr. Ruth Lever- 
ton, science adviser to the 
U.S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture.” 
“ Establish a pattern of eat­ 
ing. The greatest value of a 
good pattern is that it saves a 
lot of time. Get in the daily 
habit of eating not only meat 
and potatoes, or macaronie 
and cheese, but vegetables 
and fruits and many other 
things for nutritional variety. 
The secret of good food is 
variety,” she says. 
Is money any guarantee of 
a good diet? 
“ I don’t think people who 
eat poorly are necessarily 
short of money. The very 
poor, 
yes. 
But 
plenty 
of 
people with money in their 
pockets seem 
indiffernt to 
good food,” sayd Dr. Lever- 
ton. 
A great challenge to people 
in the nutrition sciences is to 
f i n d out 
what 
motivates 
people to eat other than sheer 
hunger. To the scientist, the 
lack of vital interest in the 
quality of food is a realistic 
problem. 
“ You cannot make people 
eat a certain way just be­ 
cause you tell them It will be 
good for them. Choice is gen­ 
erally a matter of personal 
responsibility. Often the fami­ 
ly sets its own pattern. Or 
does it today? More and more 
it looks as though each indivi­ 
dual makes his own choice. 
With our shifting home life, 
with few meals shared by all 
the family, it looks as though 
each man or woman will de­ 
cide pretty much where and 
what he will eat. 
“ Look at all the fat people. 
Certainly they must know 
that extra calories mean ex­ 
tra pounds — yet they contin­ 
ue eating mostly carbohy­ 
drates and sugar. I don’t 
think they like being fat. But 
they don’t take the responsibl- 
ity of restricting themselves.”

Leverton, 
author

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Split Pea Pilaff Main or Side Dish 
Stuffed Pot Roast Is Different 


It isn’t often one finds a 
dish which, with equal ease, 
will serve as a vegetable 
main-course 
accompaniment 
and as a complete meal in a 
dish. This new version of the 
age-old pilaff, made with split 
peas instead of the usual rice, 
cracked wheat or bulghur, is 
one of the few. 
Split Pea Pilaff is based on 
the traditional recipe in which 
the chief ingredient is tossed 
about in melted butter over 
moderate heat until it be­ 
comes 
parched-looking 
and 
very lightly bornwed. Then 
seasonings and liquid, most of­ 
ten chicken stock, are added 


and the tightly-covered dish is 
steamed over low heat until 
the liquid is absorbed and 
the ingredients are tender. 
Additions and seasonings de­ 
pend upon the place of the Pi­ 
laff in the menu. Variations 
are many, ranging from fla­ 
vor accents such as pine nuts 
or slivered almonds and rai­ 
sins to squares of ham or 
lamb cooked with the pilaff or 
slivers of roast chicken or 
turkey stirred in at the last 
minute. 
Because of the high protein 
value of whole dry and split 
peas, the addition of a little 
meat or other animal protein 


turns them into a complete 
protein, with an added bonus 
of valuable minerals, vita­ 
mins, and energy-giving qua­ 
lities. 


SPLIT PEA PILAFF 
1 p o u n d (2 and one- 
third cups) green 
or yellow split peas 
i/2 cup minced onion 
1 cup diced uncooked 
or cooked ham 
4 tablespoons butter 
1 quart chicken 
stock or water 
Salt as needed 
Usuing a heavy saucepot or 
Dutch oven with tight-fitting 
cover, add onion and ham to 


melted butter. Cook gently 
until onions are limp and 
clear. Add washed drained 
split peas. Stir over moderate 
heat until split peas look dry 
and very slightly browned. 
Add the liquid, preferably chi­ 
cken stock which may be 
made from chicken bouillon 
cubes or chicken stock base 
following package directions. 
Since these stocks are in­ 
clined to be salty, do not add 
salt until Pilaff has cooked a 
while. If water is used, a 
scant 2 teaspoons of salt is 
needed. 
Bring to boiling point; re­ 
duce heat to simmer. Cover 


tightly and cook about 45 min­ 
utes or until split peas are 
tender but not mushy. Cook 
slowly so that stirring will be 
unnecessary. Because of the 
browning, the split peas hold 
their shape very well. After 
bringing to the boiling point, 
the covered utensil may be 
placed in a 350 degree F. 
(moderate) oven to cook for 
about an hour or slightly 
more, which will not harm it. 
Serve at once. This Pilaff 
may be prepared early in the 
day for re-eheating or baking. 
NOTE: It is better to serve 
from the cooking utensil, a 
Dutch oven or today’s popular 
range-to-table cook ware, in 
order not to break up the spli 
peas. Also saves on dish wash­ 
ing. 


A pot roast goes a long way 
and makes a pleasurable and 
inexpensive meal for several 
persons. A departure from 
the normal roast as to stuff 
the center with a surprising 
combination of ham, hard sa­ 
lami, green pepper, chopped 
egg mixed with spices and 
garlic. 
Serve 
with 
gravy, 
mashed potatoes and a hearty 
green salad.

3 pounds eye round

Measure liquid in pan 
and add additional water to 
make 2 cup». Stir in flour. 
Bring to a boil. Slice pot 
roast arid serve with gravy.

Honey Bees Are Big Buzziness 


Like honey? Then stop in at 
your nearest health food store 
and examine the amazing dis­ 
play of honeys from all over 
the world. You’ll find tamar­ 
isk, acacia, wild rose thistle, 
eucalyptus, 
morning 
glory, 
palmetto, avocado and wild 
holly. There is even kosher 
honey. 
The honey trade is benefit­ 
ing because so many people 
are scared over reports of 
food contamination and seek 
natural ones nowadays. Honey 
is pure, of sourse. Some is 
heated slightly to slow down 
th e 
crystalization. 
Today, 
however, many producers are 


not even heating it. There is 
greater profit in the 100 per 
cent raw stuff. 
Incidentally, West Germany 
is one of the world’s largest 
honey consumers. The story 
there is that every time one 
catches cold, is tired or 
troubled, someone suggests 
that he eat a little honey. It is 
supposed to be a cure-all. 
They import many pounds a 
year from the United States. 
Dr. Fred Gray of the Agr­ 
iculture Economic Research 
Department of the U.S. Dept, 
of Agriculture believes the 
great and sudden popularity 
of honey as a gourmet item is 


due partially to the mark up 
in prices. 
“That must be so — as with 
any gourmet product. Higher 
prioes usually mean greater 
sales,” he explains, adding: 
“Actually, 1971 has not been 
a good production year for 
honey. The American yield is 
down to 200 million pounds. 
Also, the two main suppliers 
of honey to us, Mexico and 
Argentina, have had three 
poor years. So I would guess 
the sudden rush for honey has 
frothing to do with the yield. 
It is a consumer move based, 
I would say, on the great up­ 
surge of health and natural 


food enthusiasts.” 
Honey bees are raised by 
three types of people: the 
hobbyist who maintains from 
five to 10 colonies, the com­ 
mercial producer, with 300 co­ 
lonies and the large producer 
with from 300 to 500 colonies. 
In New Jersey alone there 
are 4,000 bee-keepers. 
“Suddenly honey is making 
a comeback,” reports Cris h> 
vin, food information special­ 
ist of the New Jersey Dept, of 
Agriculture. 
“The 
organic 
food movement has created a 
lucrative market for it.” 
It is sold in many forms but 
the most common is ex- 


t r a c t e d honey. Centrifugal 
force is used to separate the 
honey from the cone. Then 
the remaining liquid is pack­ 
ed in glass. Crystalized honey 
is ground up ¿id whipped. It 
is light and creamy. Cone 
honey is just as it comes 
from the hive. 
Commercial bakeries use it 
in many of their products. 
They make a big thing of it in 
their sales pitches. “Honey is 
for health,” seems to be their 
cry.

utes. Bake or roast fresh corn 
from 20 to 25 minutes. 


HOW TO COOK FRESH 


CORN-ON-THE-COB 


Remove husks from ears of 
fresh com and brush off silks. 
Drop in a kettle of boiling wa­ 
ter to cover. Add 1 teaspoon 
salt and cook covered, 5 min­ 
utes. Remove from water and 
serve with seasoned spreads. 
Allow 1 or 2 ears per person. 


ROAST CORN 
IN-TH E-HUSK 
Loosen husks on ears of 
fresh corn; remove silks. Pull 
husks back over ears and tie 
in place with string or strips 
of the husk.

Sports Parade 


NEW YORK (UPI) -Floyd Patterson has a little problem. 
It’s the same one millions of others all over the world also 
are having. 
Floyd Patterson is trying desperately to find himself. Still. 
Yet. For the 20th straight year. 
Toward that end he begins his 20th season as a professional 
fighter on Feb. 11 when he goes against Argentina’s bulky 
Oscar Bonavena at Madison Square Garden in a 10-rounder he 
hopes will lead him to a heavyweight title shot with Smokin’ 
Joe Frazier. 
There was a time when death and taxes were considered the 
only two sure things. But it turns out now there is a third sure 
thing by the name of Floyd Patterson. 
For sure, 10 years from now, Floyd Patterson will be fight­ 
ing somebody someplace and if he isn’t fighting somebody 
he’ll certainly be thinking about doing it. 
Why? 
"Simply because I like fighting,” said Patterson Tuesday at 
a get-together the Garden held for him and the always happy, 
hearty Bonavena. "I’ve told my wife, Janet, if it was up to me 
I’d fight until 50 or 60, as long as I was holding my own 
ground. I see no reason to quit regardless of what anyone 
says.” 
Patterson, only man to hold the heavyweight title on two 
different occasions, now wants to try for three. He was 37 
three weeks ago and most people feel he should’ve quit long 
ago but they don’t bother telling him anymore because they 
know it’s a waste of time. 
"I used to resent them telling me that but then I felt other­ 
wise,” he says. "Many of them were my friends and they 
didn’t want me to get hurt. That’s concern. I appreoiate that.” 
Patterson’s wife, Janet, doesn’t say anything to him about 
quitting. 
"She never says anything but I know she waits for the day I 
retire so she can relax,” says the curiously introverted former 
champ who has won 54 of his 62 professional fights. "She 
worries about me so much. She can’t sleep every time I take a 
fight. I promised her I’ quit if I got a chance to fight for the title 
again.” 
Floyd Patterson is a paradox. 
On one hand he claims all he wants is another shot at the 
title. On the other hand he was offered a shot at Frazier’s 
crown a few months ago, the same shot Terry Daniels had in 
New Orleans 11 days ago, and guess what he did? That’s right, 
he turned it down. 
"I wasn’t ready then,” he says simply. 
Now Patterson figures he’s ready. 
They asked him why he chose to fight Bonavena, and Pat­ 
terson said all the others have eliminated themselves. 
“The (wily newcomer,” he explained, "Is George Foreman. 
Half says he has it; half say he hasn’t. If 1 were to fight him 
and beat him everybody would say he didn’t have it.” 
Floyd Patterson probably is the gentlest individual ever to 
wear the heavyweight crown. He speaks barely above a whis­ 
per, his manners are like those of few other fighters and he 
actually has to build himself up "to be mean or vicious.” 
"The last time I really felt like destroying someone goes 
back 12 years ago.” He said. "It was Ingemar Johansson". I 
don’t like that feeling I had. Should 1 ever feel that way again, 
I’ll retire." 
Johansson had taken the title from Patterson via a 
third-round kayo in their first fight the year before and then 
belittled Floyd’s bility before the second bout. In their second 
meeting, Patterson knocked out Johansson in the fifth and it 
took some time before the Swede was revived in the ring. 
"Do you remember that?” someone asked Patterson. 
"I certainly do,” he said. "I’ve never been so happy to see 
someone get up. Usually it’s vice versa.” 
Oscar Bonavena fights because of the money. 
He needs it, he says, and he likes it. 
Floyd Patterson doesn’t need the money. He says he’s "com­ 
fortable.” 
He also says the thing he wants most in life is not fame, 
adulation or money but "peace of mind.” 
1 asked Floyd Patterson, who previously had said he’d like 
to keep fighting until he was 50 or 60, when does he think he’ll 
ever achieve that peace of mind? 
"The day I retire,” he told me without even blinking an eye.

among us football buffs about 
“cheap” scoring.

We 
came up with the following 
solution: 
Nothing would be changed 
except the goal posts would 
have a sliding bar set hori­ 
zontally above the stationary 
bar. The bar could be lo­ 
wered, say, for a 10-yard field 
goal, higher tor a 20-yard at­ 
tempt, etc. The ball would 
have to be kicked through the 
area formed by the movable 
bar and the stationary one. 
The Commissioner’s office 
would determine the height 
between the two bars. The 
movable bar could be totally 
eliminated (by lowering it to 
the stationary bar) on really 
long held goal attempts. 
We think this would elimi­ 
nate 
“cheap”

and 
would discourage teams from 
kicking 
“automatic”

The 
striped bass 
derby, 
sponsored 
by 
McCullough 
Properties, Inc., will pay $200 
cash for the heaviest striped 
bass caught in Lake Havasu 
with rod and reel, $100 for the 
second heaviest, and $50 for 
the third heaviest. 
The second contest, spon­ 
sored by George Foster, own­ 
er of Lake Havasu Marina, 
offers four awards, a $100 rod 
and reel for the heaviest lar­ 
gemouth bass; $60 rod and 
reel for the second heaviest 
largemouth bass; $50 rod and 
reel for the heaviest channel 
catfish, and a $35 bait and 
tackle box for the heaviest 
crappie. 
Fish, to be eligible for 
awards, must be caught in 
Lake Havasu and must be 
weighted and registered offi­ 
cially at the Lake Havasu 
Marina. 
The striped bass are found 
in various parts of the lake, 
but mostly are in the lower 
end of Havasu in the general 
vicinity of Parker Dam. 
Largemouth Bass and Cat­ 
fish are carrying the entire 
load at LAKE NACIM1ENTO. 
The llarge Northern San Luis 
Obispo County lake is produc­ 
ing very few of its famed 
Crappie and White Bass but 
Price says this is normal tor 
January. These popular fish 
generally start their run in 
late February or early March 
with March producing the lar­ 
gest catches of the year. 
Black Bass fishing is fair 
but fishing pressure is very 
light. The few anglers out are 
hitting fish on diving lures in 
10 to 15 feet of water. The 
deep rocky banks and rocky 
points are the place to try. 
Catfishing is good but again 
pressure is light. Angler suc­ 
cess on these whiskered fish 
is high. The mouth of the 
coves or in the coves them- 
I selves are the spots to try. 
; Best baits are anchovies or 
night crawlers fished in 15 to 
20 feet of water. 
Lake Nafimiento is up 23 
feet from the low point and is 
* clear. Water temperature is 
in the upper 40’s and the en­ 
tire lake is very fishable. 
Days have been sunny and 
calm after a brief but of early 
morning fog. 
Boat Shows 
The fourth annual WEST­ 
ERN NATIONAL BOAT AND 
MARINE SHOW will be held

More hunters used Califor­ 
nia’s public hunting 
areas 
during the 1971-72 waterfowl 
season than at any time in the 
past and the number of birds 
taken was the second highest 
on record, the Department of 
Fish and Game reported to­ 
day. 
A record 111,262 hunters uti­ 
lized the 15 state and federal 
areas on which the DFG ma­ 
naged shooting during 
the 
season that ended Jan. 16. 
They bagged 236,241 ducks, 
19,561 geese and 6,336 coots — 
a total of 262,138 birds — for 
an average of 2.4 birds per 
hunter. 
During the 1970-71 season 
108,146 hunters took 206,414 
birds, or 1.9 per hunter on the 
average. 
Frank Kozlik, DFG water­ 
fowl coordinator, said that the 
numbers of birds bagged was 
high despite the fact that two 
shooting days were lost dur­ 
ing the season because of 
Christmas and New Year’s 
falling on weekends. 
Kozlik attributed the high 
rate of hunter success to good 
populations of birds and bet­ 
ter hunting weather than last 
season. “Because of the rela­ 
tively dry fall,” he said, “the 
birds were not scattered but 
remained on managed habi­ 
tat.” 
Hunters at 
Gray 
Lodge 
posted the best success rate 
at 2.9 birds per hunter, and 
the 39,126 total of birds bag­ 
ged on the area was the lar­ 
gest bag in Gray Lodge’s his­ 
tory. The 1971-72 total was 
nearly twice that for 1970-71. 


Hunters at Grizzly Island 
accounted for the most birds 
among the public shooting 
areas with 53,754, a record for 
the area. Last season hunters 
took 35,340 birds at Grizzly Is­ 
land. 
The take on the Honey Lake 
area totaling 6,600 birds also 
was a record. 
Woodcock Arrives 
One of the East Coast’s 
outstanding 
sporting 
game 
birds — the tasty, erratically 
flying American woodcock — 
is wintering over new range 
t o d a y , California’s Sacra­ 
mento Valley. 
Sixty-seven of the so-called 
timber doodles imported by 
the Department of Fish and 
Game from Louisiana were 
successfully freed in two re­ 
leases in the Cosumnes River 
bottom 
country 
near 
Elk 
Grove. 
Cooperating in the venture 
were 
the 
DFG; 
Louisiana 
DFG, which wild-trapped the 
birds and arranged for their 
air shipment, and the U. S. 
Fish 
and Wildlife 
Service, 
which banded the woodcock. 
Shipment by air made pos­ 
sible the release of the birds 
here within 18 hours of the 
time they were trapped in 
Louisiana. 
The release — first for any 
migratory bird in the century 
of California Fish and Game 
history and the first for a 
transplanted woodock in the 
country — was one of a series 
that eventually will involve 
up to 200 birds. 
In addition to releases in 
the Sacramento Valley, the

counties. 
DFG Director Ray Arnett, 
obviously pleased with the 
success of the historic re­ 
lease, said that the plants are 
being attempted in an effort 
to provide California hunters 
w i t h 
another 
outstanding 
game bird. 
In addition, he said, the 
plants will 
give 
all 
con­ 
servation minded Californians 
— hunters included — an op­ 
portunity to view in the wild 
a bird not previously seen 
west of the Mississippi River.

Gulf Coast and central Flo­ 
rida. 
Arnett said that the trans­ 
planted 
woodcock are 
ex­ 
pected to range over the Sac­ 
ramento, San Joaquin, Co­ 
sumnes and Mokelumne Ri­ 
vers in the Central Valley, 
along the central coast as far 
south as Monterey in the win­ 
ter, and then move north 
along the coast to Oregon and 
Washington in the spring. 
He said the game depart­ 
ments in both Oregon and 
Washington concur in Califor­ 
nia’s efforts and are anxious­ 
ly awaiting the outcome. 
“Our studies indicate that 
the habitat of the release 
sites is similar to that in the 
woodcock’s 
historic 
winter 
range,” Arnett said. 
"The 
primary features of the habi­ 
tat are alders and willows as­ 
sociated with grasses 
and 
sedges.” 
Arnett said that the wood­ 
cock is prized as a game bird 
because of features including 
its penchant for holding a 
point with dogs, its erratic 
flight, the difficulty of bag­ 
ging it because of the terrain 
in which it is found, and its 
tastiness. The taste is similar 
to liver. 
The plump, quail-like bird is 
mottled reddish brown, with a 
large plump head; bugging 
e y e s ; 
short neck; 
short, 
rounded wings; short, pointed 
tail; 
moderately long legs, 
and a very long bill. 
America’s only 
shorebird 
that is also an upland game 
bird, the woodcock is a pro­ 
digious eater, feeding mostly 


at night on a diet consisting 
largely of earthworms. Prob­ 
ing the soft, moist ground 
with its long bill, it often eats 
more than its own weight in a 
single 24-hour period. 
Plants Resumed 
The Department of Fish 
and Game has 
announced 
that it plans to resume plant­ 
ing reservoirs in Santa Clara 
County with catchable-sized 
trout under a carefully moni­ 
tored program and after post­ 
ing appropriate warning no­ 
tices at planting sites. 
Stocking of reservoirs in the 
county has been suspended 
for several months because of 
concern resulting from the le­ 
vels of mercury found in re­ 
servoir fish. 
Willard Greenwald, mana­ 
ger of the DFG’s Region 3, 
told the Santa Clara County 
Fish and Game Commission 
that the decision to resume 
planting was based on reaso­ 
nable assurances that the cat- 
chable trout will not accumu­ 
late hazardous levels of mer­ 
cury. 
A program to monitor le­ 
vels of mercury in catchables 
will be inaugurated at all six 
release sites to "make doubly 
sure” that the trout do not 
have excessive levels of mer- 
cuiy, Greenwald said. 
Reservoirs that will receive 
fish from th DFG will be 
posted with notices that fish 
other than the stocked hatch­ 
ery trout, such as bass, blue- 
gill and trout over 12 inches, 
should not be eaten by preg­ 
nant women and in only Uni­ 
ted amounts by others.

Is It possible for 
me to recover my loss? — G. A. 


A — if the serial numbers are known, you may write to the 
Bureau of Public Debt, Division of Loans and Currency, 536 
South Clark St., Chicago, 111., 60605 for form PD 1048. The 
completed form should be returned to the above address and 
duplicate bonds will be forwarded to you free of charge. 
However, in case you have no record of the serial numbers 
of the lost bonds the procedure is more complex. You should 
write to the above address giving the following information: 
any facts concerning how the bonds were lost the series letters 
and denominations, year and month purchased, the complete 
name and address (as listed on bonds) of the owner. If other 
persons are named on the bonds then these names and ad­ 
dresses should be furnished as well. Serial numbers of other 
bonds held by you should be included in your letter. Delivery 
of duplicate bonds usually requires six months. 


Q — I hold American Welding & Mfg. bought at $14 over the 
counter. Should I hold for recovery' or sell? — C. H. 


A — Company produces high tolerance rings which are used 
primarily by the aeronautical industry. The prolonged cyclical 
downswing in this industry and in others served by American 
Welding has been apparent in five years of declining sales and 
earnings.

Mrs. Cyester was a passen­ 
ger in a car driven by her 
father when the auto was hit 
from behind by the car driven 
by Miss Gregoris, knocking it 
into a ditch, said Mrs. Cyes- 
ter’s complaint. The other car 
was owned by Mrs. Sprout, 
the complaint said. 
Mrs. Cyester, mother of two 
young children, was in a 
coma for four months after 
the accident and still requires 
constant care and medical at­ 
tention, the complaint said. 


3,300 Take 
Tests for 36 
Vacancies 
LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
There are 36 vacancies in the 
Los Angeles County Fire De­ 
partment and during the week­ 
end some 3,300 men took tests 
hoping to get them. 
County officials said they 
were hopeful the test Satur­ 
day was tough enough to re­ 
duce the field of applicants to 
about 500 for oral 
exam­ 
inations. 
‘ ‘ We figure that inter­ 
viewing more than 400 or 500 
people for 36 jobs would just 
be unrealistic,” said Deputy 
Personnel 
Director 
James 
Harrigan. 
Those who pass both tests 
will be eligible for the current 
36 openings and any that 
might develop within a year. 
The eligibility can be ex­ 
tended for another year upon 
application. 
The county had proposed a 
lottery to reduce the field 
prior to the written tests, but 
a Superior Court ruling re­ 
jected the idea. 


Clark Kerr 
Award Goes 
To Warren 
Berkeley (UPI)-—Retired U. 
S. Chief Justice Earl Warren 
will receive the University of 
C a l i f o r n i a ’ s Clark Kerr 
Award for distinguished con­ 
tributions to higher education. 
The UC faculty voted the 
award for Warren’s “ personal 
support of higher education 
for all the people and his high 
sensitivity to academic free­ 
dom as governor of the state 
of California.” 
The citation also praised 
Warren for “ envisaging edu­ 
cation within a larger concern 
for human rights.” 
Warren served as governor 
from 1943 to 1953 and in 1954 
led the U. S. Supreme Court 
decision to order desegrega­ 
tion of the public schools.

You and Internal Revenue Service might not always agree 
on who is your dependent. 
But you had better come to learn the IRS rules. This is one 
case where ties do not end in a 50-50 split. You always lose. 
Consider these examples: 
Sally, ycur 13-year-old daughter, didn’t earn a dime last 
year. She graduated from high school in June. You clothed 
her, you furnished her housing. She received a steady allo­ 
wance from you. When she was married in Christmas week 
you paid all the wedding expenses. Can you claim her as a 
dependent? 
Not if she files a joint return with her new husband, you 
can’t. For that one week of marriage he is entitled to file a 
joint return with Sally and claim a $675 personal exemption 
for her. 
How about your 21-year-old son, Tom? He was away at col­ 
lege. You paid his tuition, board, lab fees, furnished his cloth­ 
ing and transportation expenses. Tom graduated in June and 
secured a good job. He continued to live at home and made a 
modest contribution of $15 a week from his income. Surely, he 
was a dependent, you argue. 
Don’t be too sure. You could lose out again. Tom’s case 
requires further information. What did he earn after gradu­ 
ating? And how much of his earnings did he spend in his own 
support? His $15 weekly contribution to home is not pertinent. 
If, for exampie, Tom earned $5,000 in those 6V2 months after 
graduation and spent it all, he contributed $5,000 toward his 
own support. Your contributions toward Tom’s support must

have exceeded his own $5,000 before you could claim him as a 
dependent. 
The hang-up here is the requirement of furnishing chief sup­ 
port for any claimed dependent. 
For dependents other than your children, — parents or rela­ 
tives, for example, — the rules are much more clear and 
positive. Once they have gross income of at least $675, you can 
not possibly claim them as dependents, no matter how much 
support you furnished. 
The only exceptions to $675 gross income limitation are for 
your children under the age of 19 by Dec. 31, 1971 or those 
children 19 and older who attended a full-time school for at 
least five months of 1971. 
While the income test is waived for students and children 
under 19 the chief support requirement still remains. 
Here are some possible solutions: 
If Sally’s new husband files as a married person making a 
separate return, you can claim her as a dependent on your 
return. She is clearly someone’s dependent, but you both can’t 
claim her. And the husband has the first choice. 
If Tom puts $1,000 of earnings into his own savings ac­ 
count, this means that he could not possibly have contributed 
more than $4,000 toward his own support. Now your challenge 
is to more than match that $4,000 figure. 
Watch for these in the case of your dependent children: 
If they have savings accounts but your Social Security num­ 
ber is listed on the account you will be liable for reporting the 
interest earned. Check with your bank or savings and loan on 
the advisability of listing the youngster’s Social Security num­ 
ber. This interest could then become tax-free, since the child 
need file no return until income is at least $1,700.
